The Board, too, cannot be as intimately in touch with the class for 
Whom it is established and maintained under its present arrange- 
ments as it would be if it established branch offices in various parts 
of the East End, to which the poor of the neighbourhoods could) much 
more conveniently come than they can to the present establishment, tn 
which the whole of work of the Board is centralised. It should not be difli- 
cult for the Board to overcome this objection. At least the experiment in 
having branch offices might be tried tentatigely, say with two braach offices 
at extreme poimts from the present central otlices, Now, indeed, would be 
a good time for the Board to take the matt®r into consideration, as we feel 
certain that if it eould announce even its intention to consider such a pro- 
position, it would supply an additional incentive to many to subscribe to 
the fund which it is now raising. 


The 
Jewish Athletic 
Association. 


We deal in another column with the first report 
issued by the Committee of the Jewish Athletic 
Association. The report should receive careful 
consideration by all who have at heart the 
welfare of our young people. It is a significant 
document showing the activities of an institution which has assumed a 
position of high importance. The Committee of the Jewish Athletic 
Association, unlike similarly named bodies, is not a mere colleetion of 
members combining in sports for personal profit or enjoyment, 
but consists of a little band doing veoman service by helping the Jewish 
youth and girl to lead a healthier and happier life. There are nineteen 
affiliated working lads’ clubs, twenty-one “Jewish” boys’ schools and 
eighteen girls’ schools, whilst the numbers upon whom influence is brought 
to bear run into thousands. The Association may be said to have 
grown out of the experimental stage, and now ‘holds a permanent 
place among the activities whieh the community can place to its credit. 
Until now, the modest financial requirements have been met mainly by 
private collection, but in view of the many further calls that have arisen, 
the Committee has reluctantly been compelled to make an appeal for a 
wider measure of support. In the past the Association has made 
grants to schools for material, fares to playing fields, ete., but, owing tothe 
phenomenal growth, the present resources can no longer adequately meet 
the various claims upon them. Anybody paying a visit to Victoria Park on 
Friday afternoons, and seeing the grass black with thousands of children, 
would realise how good are the indirect results. In the Club Section the 
value of the work cannot be exaggerated, for it supplies, at a time when 
most needed, extra facilities for recreation for working lads, and it 
combats the betting evil, which arises from the want of suitable 
diversion during leisure hours, The Association is without a ground 
of its own, and, as Sunday is the only day on which working 
lads can play, the question of a suitable field is one of 
great difficulty. The necessity increases almost week by week. 
Much of the charitable effort of the community is dispensed on account of 
the poor health of those whose days have been spent under bad conditions. 
The policy of the Jewish Athletic Association is preventative, and 
every “£1 spent in fostering the sports will probably save £20 
that might be begged later on to alleviate consumption and 
other ills due to absence of facilities for open air recreation. 
In addition to this, it should be noted that there is a great improvement in 
character, apart from the physical aspects, traceable to the influence of 
sports. The work, besides being continuous, produces effects of a perma- 
nent character. The love of sports once implanted is abiding, and provides 
a healthy interest which lasts throughout the lives of those upon whom it 
is brought to bear. Put on no higher basis, monetary support of the policy 
of the Jewish Athletic Association is a sound and economieal investment. 
It is to be hoped that the appeal will not be made 4n vain.

THE DEATHS OF JEWISH IMMIGRANTS. 

A full report on the deaths of the five Russo-Jewish immigrants on 
board the Great Central Railway Company's steamship “ Ashton ” during her 
voyage from Antwerp to Grimsby, has been presented to the Grimsby Sani- 
tary Committee by the Medical Officer of Health for the port, Dr. W. Bulmer- 
Simpson, M.B., D.P.H. 

Dr. Simpson describes how, when the deaths were reported to him, he had 
the ship placed in quarantine and thoroughly fumigated, and all precautions 
taken to prevent an outbreak of infectious disease. Subsequently an 
inspection of the ship's cargo caused suspicion to fall upon the ferro-silicon 
contained in the hold, and it. was eventually clearly established that the 
immigrants had been poisoned by the deadly gases it emanated, 

So far as | have been able to ascertain, states Dr. Simpson, there are no pre 
viously recorded cases in this country of deaths from the inhalation of gases given off 
by ferro-silicon. In consequence of the wide publicity given to the occurrence, | have 
received many communications respecting cases of illness which have probably been 
due to this cause. In one instance, in particular, there is reason for supposing that, 
where an inquest was held, and a verdict of death from ptomaine poisoning returned, 
the real cause of death was similar to those recently investigated. That the whole 
inatter has been thoroughly .-investigated, and the dangerous properties of the 
substance exhibited and placed on record, is a satisfactory, though melancholy, end 
ing to what everyone admits is a very sad and regrettable occurrence. 

Arising out of the fatility, a good deal of discussion and some confusion 
has arisen in the various berth-trades. In some instances, it has been dis- 
covered that ferro-silicon has been carried for some time past, and orders 
have been given that in future it is not to be taken on any account. 

A notice to this effect has also been issued to shippers by the British 
lines running to South and East Africa.

SOFTA, January 6th. 
ATTACK ON THE JEWS IN PARLIAMENT. 

For the first tims since the existence of the Bulgarian Parliament an 
attack was made last week on the favoured position of the Jews in this 
country. Daring the debate on the new Edueation Bill, Deputy Dr. Kalenkow, 
although a democrat and although returned largely by Jewish votes, put 
forward the demand that no Jewish teachers should be appointed in Bulgarian 
schools. He was not allowed to develop his theme for he was immediately 
interrupted by the Minister, Muschanow, who exclaimed: “The Jews of 
Bulgaria are our fellow-citizens, whose rights may not be restricted!” 
The loeal rabbinical organ, which dévotes a leading article to the 
incident, is of opinion that the facet that this motion was brought 
forward by a democrat under the régime of a democratic Govern- 
meni is ‘I brad omen for the future of the Jews of Bulwaria. 
The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Ebhrenpreis, immediately wrote to the deputy 
to protest against his motion, characterising it as a flagrant injustice 
to the Jews of Bulgaria, who make great sacrifices for the country, and 
defend it on the battlefield: the motion would greatly impair Bulgaria's 
reputation for tolerance, and would be a gross violation of the constitution. 


THE ALLIANCE ISRAELITE AND THE BULGARIAN SCHOOLS. 

The Society for the relief of poor Jewish school children in Philippopolis, 
founded by Rabbi. Dr Z. Rabbiner, has received a subsidy of 1,000 franes 
from the Alliance Israélite.

MARRIAGE OF BARON MAURICE DE ROTHSCHILD. 
To-«lay was celebrated, with great solemnity, in the synagogue in the 


Rue de la Vietoiwe, the marriage of Baron Maurice de Rothschild (‘son of 
Baron and Baroness Edmond’ de Rothschild) and Milé. Noemie Halphen 


daughter of the distinguished artillery officer, Commandant Jules Halphen,. 


and of Mme. Halphen, who is a daughter of the lamented Eugene Pereire). 
These various names are. in themselves sufficiently symbolical, and show 
under what happy auspices the young couple have entered on their new life. 
The Mayor of the 16th arrondissement where the civil marriage took place 
prior to the religious ceremony, happily expressed in his address to the 
young couple the sentiments of high estimation in which the families most 
closely allied to the bride and bridegroom are held in France, and also the 
great appreciation of their eminent publhie services, 

The synagogue was crowded by representatives of all that is best in 
Parisian Judaism and Parisian society. Representatives of the Rothschild 
family in Paris, Frankfort, London, Vienna and Brussels were present, and 
among the relatives of the bride were, in addition to her parents, M. Eugéne 
Halphen, her grandfather, and M. Salomon -Halfon, Vice-President 
of the Board of Directors of the Trans-Atlantiec Co., her maternal 
uncle. . The synagogue was magnificently illuminated and decorated 
The musical portion of the service was. rendered by the principal 
Cantor, assisted by the the choir and an orchestra. The address was 
delivered by the Grand Rabbin of France, who, avoiding the pompous 
eulogies which so often mar nuptial benedictions, devoted his remarks to 
offering advice and impressing on the young couple the duties—especially 
those of a religious character—which were now encumbent upon them. The 
Ketubah was read by the Grand Rabbin of Paris. At the close of the cere- 
mony a reception was held in the small oratory within the precincts of tke 
synagogue building. 

It is hardly necessary to add that the poor were not forgotten. Asa 
matter of fact, Baron Edmond de Rothschild to-day distributed 50,000 franes 
among the poor of the twenty arrondissements of Paris. Other acts of 
generosity, which will not be made known to the public, were also performed 
in celebration of the event.

In the course of the second act one of the 
characters, an Abbe, is asked whether he has decided to reveal the secrets of 
the Confessional, and at this point an oecupant of a box shouted “| shall not 
permit Jews to attack the national religion.” Other protests were also 
raised, The disturbers were removed by the police.

GERMANY.

BERLIN, January 8th. 
A LASKER ANNIVERSARY, 


Last Tuesday, a quarter of a century ago, Emanuel Lasker, the brilliant 
politician, the pillar of German Liberalism, passed away. The anniverary has 
been marked by a memorial celebration which took place in the chapel of 
the Jewish cemetery, and was attended by numerous Liberal Deputies, 


University Professors, and heads of Jewish organisations. Deputy Karl 


Schrader, a Christian member of the Liberal party, delivered a memorial 


address. He referred to Lasker as “the most national man” of Germany 
from whose brain sprang the most beneficent and signficant legislation. The 
law as to freedom of combination, freedom of trade, and the reform of judicial 
administration, were all the work of the Jew, Emanuel Lasker.» The Liberal 
Press, without exception, print long memorial articles on “The originator 
and apostle of a pure Liberalism.” His* verbal duels with Bismarck 
are recalled, duels which were more intellectual and weighty than 


are those to-day between Biilow and Bebel. The bitterest opponents 


of Lasker must confess that his honest and indefatigable work 
brought the German people years of peace and blessing. Bismarck, 


who learnt first to fear and then to respect the little unimposing 
Jew, sought to win his permanent political friendship. But Lasker was not 
the man to barter away his convictions. When the lron Chancellor saw that 
there was no going with Lasker he determined to go against him. It was then 
that the “little Jew ” showed his fine courage, his self-sacrifice in the service 
of his ideals. He formed a powerful opposition that gave the old 
Chancellor many an anxious hour. And Lasker, whom Bismarck once called 
his “little, capable Lasker,” was soon to learn the stvle of Bismarek’s 
ammunition. When nothing else availed they played on his Jewish birth— 
the Jew Lasker! This is huckstered in the political gutters and the political 
taverns. Thus was a politician decried, who was one of the most upright 
and capable that Germany has ever had, and who did more for the Fatherland 
than all the Chancellors have done since Bismarck. When Lasker essayed to 
combat Bismareck’'s policy there were no means too contempt ible for bringing 
about the Jew's downfall. Lasker was bold enough to eall out to the 
Chancellor in Parliament: “Just because you do not suppress anti-Semitism 
you support it?” A sad, but trae word, that might apply equally well to our 
modern rulers. When Lasker died suddenly twenty-five years agoma New 
York street, he had already been pressed oft of the political race—the policy 
of religious discrimination had already found its victims in free Germany. 


DEMONSTRATION OF ORTHODOX JEWS. 

From December 27th-——29th, an imposing conference, convened by the 
“Free Union for the Interests of Orthodox Judaism,” was held in 
Frankfort. About 200 delegates. inclading 30 rabbis, attended == to 
discuss the position and progress of Orthodoxy in Germany. Rabbi Dr. 
Breuer opened the proeeedings with a cordial address and dilated on the 
origin of the Free Union. He thought that the differences within the 
orthodox camp had latterly become less and the aspiration had prevailed 
to work on the lines laid down by Samson Raphael Hirseh. The Union 
Its activity is many-sided though its principal 
The Union has frequently approached the 
Government authorities notably in connection with the New Education 
Aet which seemed to imperil religious education. Another matter tn 
which it took action was the strict interpretation of the Sunday Closing 
Reculations, which adversely affect Jews keeping their own Sabbath. The 
second day's proceedings WweTe devoted to a lecture hy Riabbi lr. Munk, of 
Berlin. on “ The Foundations of Ethies in the Light ‘of Judaism.” In conneec- 
tion with the Conference a meeting was held of the Union of Friends of the 
Sabbath, under the presideney of Dr. Biberfeld and Dr. Hildesheimer, of 
ferlin. The gathering as a whole was an interesting revelation of the 
strength of the orthodox movement in Germany. One can only express the 
hope that in future the orthodox party will avoid the unpleasant squabbles 
with other: parties, in which for some time past they have been rather 
unworthily engaged,

The monument could 
not be finished by Professor Liebermann, the seulptor in time, and was 
only ready for delivery to the Committee at the end of last week. The 
ceremony will therefore take place at an early date.

TUNIS. 


[From our Correspondent | 


TUNIS, December 29th. 

An incident which took place this week at Susa (situated at about 
150 kilometers from this city) proves once again how intense is the 
fanaticisms of the Mohammedans in this country. A troupe of Egyptian 
actors, composed mostly of Jews, passing through the town, announced a 
performance of the drama, “ Joseph Sold by his Brethren,” a biblical subject 
of the most innocent character. Hardly had the bills been pasted on the 
walls of the town when a large body of Mohammedans rushed towards the 
theatre with the object of demolishing it, and thus preventing the per- 
formance, on the pretext that Joseph, as a saintly man, ought not to be 
represented on the stage. The manager explained that the performance, far 
from degrading or profaning a biblical personage, aimed solely at raising him 
in the eyes of the public. Despite this assurance, the authorities had to 
protect the theatre in order that the artists might perform the play.

M. Youssef Bellaiche died this week at the age of seventy-five. He was 
one of the most imposing and respected figures in our community. Styled by 
the Jews, the Raiss (Supreme Chief) M. 
Bellaiche was, in fact, the most distin- 
guished of our coreligionists in Tunis. 
Whenever any Jews were persecuted, it 
was to the Raiss they appealed, and he 
always obtained redress for them. His 
influence was considerable, especially 
before the occupation of Tunis by France 
in 1881. Prior to that event Jews, and 
especially their children, were fre- 
quently abducted from their families 
and taken to mosques, in order to be 
brought up in the Mohammedan faith. 
On several occasions, M. Bellaiche, at 
the risk of his life, succeeded in restoring 
these persons to their homes. He was 
thus, at the same time, hated and feared 
by the Arabs of Tunis, who more than 
once put a price on his head. It not 
infrequently happened, too, that Jews were murdered by Arabs, and the Raiss 
invariably succeeded in recovering the bodies and having them buried in 
the Jewish cemetery. M. Bellaiche’s death is deeply deplored by the entire 
Jewish community which gave him an imposing funeral. He leaves three sons,

Our coreligionists in Russia can only look back with 
disgust on the various attacks that were made on them throughout the session. 

nterpellation on the legality of Stolypin’s circular was a well- 
sned attempt to prove to the world that the slightest relaxation of the 
restrictions against the Jews would meet with stubborn opposition from the 


Richt. But unfortunately this anti-Semitic exploit does not stand alone. 
The Jows were accused in the Duma of Systematic railway frauds. To them 
the blame for the Far Eastern disasters was attributed in connection with the 
debate on the exclusion of revolutionaries from the army. During the dis- 


eyssion of the Agrarian Bill the Jews were threatened with pogroms, owing to 
their Jleged oppression ofthe peasants. Nor were the Jewish lawvers spared 
during the consideration of the estimates of the Ministry of Justice. Even the 
former Minister of the [Imperial Palace of Tsar Alexander III. and the present 
Viceroy of the Caucasus, Count Voronzoff-Dashkoff, suffered at the hands of 
the Extreme Right on aceount of his opposition to the Black Hundreds in 
their attempts to organise pogroms in the provinees entrusted to his care. 
The Jewish cause only emerged victorious on two occasions during the past 
gession. The Duma Edueation Committee, on the representation of M. 
Mreainan, decided to grant Jewish teachers pensions, although it declined to 
bestow on them the privileges enjoyed, by civil servants. This was only a 
partial success. M. Niselovitch, however. umphed conipletely when he 
» rebuke the Assistant-Minister Makaioff for his anti-Nemitie remarks. 
Even the Real Russian Vice-President of the Duma, Prince Volkonsky, con- 
gratulated the Jewish deputy on his achievement. 
What awaits us at the re-opening of the Duma on February 2nd is hard 
to foretell, We know, however, that the arch-Jew-baiter, M. Purishkevitch. is 
preparings a Bill for the exclusion of all Jews from the St. Petersburg, Moscow 
and Kieff Universities. The Duma will also have to consider the interpella- 
tion of the Right on M. Stolypin’s circular. And although the Octobrist 
President of the House has characterised the whole inquiry as useless, 
Professor Lutehitzky, the deputy for Kieff, in an interview. warned the Jews 
not to believe in the promise of the Octobrists that thev will reject the anti- 
Semitic interpellation. 
It is also interesting to note the change in the attitude of the Moderates 
towards the Jews. Their leader, Count Bobrinsky, had promised M. 
eloviteh last year to support abolition of several restrictions against 
the Jews. He has now announced his inability to fulfil his pledge, 
to his fear of pogroms,”

THE BOKHARA JEWS. 
The question of the Bokhara Jews, who had never been subjected to the 


same restrictions as our brethren in Russia. was discussed at 


a recent 
Cabinet Couneil, 


It will be remembered that nine vears ago the Government 
decided to abolish the special privileges of our Bokhara coreligionists. The 
law was, however, to come into force in 1906, but, owing to the revolutionary 
movement, the matter was further delayed till 1909. Amongst the ministers, 
M. Tcheglovitoff and M. Dikoff were in favour of the immediate enforcement 
of the restrietions, whereas M. Stolypin, M. Schwartz, M. Schaufus and M. 
Crivoshein proposed to postpone them for another year. M. Kokovzeff, M. 
Isvolsky and M. Shipoff have recommended the Cabinet to consult the Duma 
on the question. In opposing the restrictions, M. Kokovzeff followed the 
line of action adopted by M. Witte during his term of office. The Minister 
of Finance made it elear to his ecdlleagues that the new law would 
prove a great obstacle to the commercial enterprises of the 
Bokhara Jews and would cause the ruin of many Russian merchants. 
M. Tcharikoff testified to the good conduct of the Bokhara Jews, and reminded 
the Ministers of the fact that the Moscow traders had petitioned the Govern- 
ment on behalf of the Bokhara Jews at the time of the wholesale expulsion of 
our coreligionists from the ancient capital. As a result of those representa- 
tions, the question has been deferred till the next Cabinet Council. 


FAMINE IN RUSSIA. 

Owing to the bad harvest of last year, the following provinces, thickly 
populated by Jews, have been declared to be gravely affected by famine: 
Poltava, Podol, Tehernigoff, Cherson, Minsk, Grodno, Witebsk, Wilna and 
Mohileff, lts effects are especially noticeable in the four first-named pro- 
Vinces. The Jewish traders in the smaller towns feel the horrors of the 
Calamity to a very great extent, and, as a result, the emigration movement to 
America has again assumed large proportions. 


THE COMMISSION ON THE JEWISH QUESTION. 
lt is stated that the VYou-Weimar Commission on the Jewish question 
Will commenee its work again this month, and that it will base its labours on 
the conclusions arrived at by the same commissioners in 1906, 


THE HILLERSON AND SKARATIN CASE. 

The St. Petersburg Association of Lawyers has decided that it would be 
iscless to interpellate the Government on the subject of the Hillerson and 
Skaratin trial in connection with their speeches at the Bielostok pogrom 
trial, in view of the fact that the legal proceedings against them were taken 
hot by the Ministry but by the Bielostok authorities. It was also resolved 
lo invite the principal branches to send distinguished advocates to defend 
the two lawyers. A communication has reached the Association that the 
authorities have declined to issue subjxenas to a few of the important 
Witnesses for the defence. M. Hillerson is daily in receipt of threatening

RECRUITING AMONGST JEWS. 
Our enemies have often reproached us with our ineapabilities as soldiers, 
At Warsaw, however, 729 Jewish reeruits were enlisted in the army, as 
against 535 conscripts of other nationalities, although the Jewish population 
of the Polish capital only forms one-third of the total number of the inhabi- 


tants, 
THE JEWISH COLONIES. 
The Senate has legalised the confiscation of the lands that formerly 
belonged to the Government, but which were afterwards handed over to the 
Jewish colonists in the South of Russia. A number of colonists have in 


consequence left for the Argentine. It is estimated that from two colonies 
alone over two hundred families have emigrated to America. 


EDUCATIONAL NEWS. 

The authorities have finally granted the request of Deputy Nikolsky to 
admit Jewish non-matriculated students to the Odessa University. 

M. Niselovitch has received a wire from Kasan informing him that, con- 
trary to the recent circular, the rector has only re-admitted five per cent. of 
the non-matriculated female students. 

It is stated that the Ministeria] Couneil strongly criticised the action of 
M. Schwartz in allowing the Real Russians to open secondary schools 
exclusively for their own children. 

The authorities are again preparing statements for the Ministry of 
Education concerning the number of Jewish students receiving instruction in 
Government schools at the present time. 

At the request of Professor Lutchitzky, deputy for Kieff, M. Isvolsky 
petitioned the authorities on behalf of a Jewish lad, Davidoff, a nephew of 
the French Consul, with a view to admitting him to a gymnasium. The peti- 
tion was immediately granted, 

THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 

It has now transpired that the former Chief of Kieff Police, Zichozky, 
who played such a prominent part in the pogrom there, was throughout his 
official career, surrounded by robbers and criminals, who assisted him in 
several astounding exploits. 

The authorities have permitted Count Konovnitzin to organise a Union of 
the Odessa Port. labourers from amongst the members of the Real 
branch, with a view to obtaining the sole right to work in the port. 

The Governor of Kieff has requested the authorities to forbid the Real 
Russians to wear their badges in the streets. It is expected that similar 
orders will be issued by the Minister of the Interior affecting the Black 
Hundreds throughout the Empire. 

The Wilna Real Russians have despatched delegates to the provincial 
towns to organise co-operative stores there in opposition to the Jewish 
merchants and traders,

THE JEWS FINLAND. 
With further reference to the representations that have been made in 
favour of the Jews in Finland, we have been favoured with the 


follow ing 
eommunication: 


“As to the unfortunate Jewish question, | beg to tell you 
that of the large number of petitions to remain in the country, presented by 
coreligionists of yours to the Imperial Senate during the last few weeks, the 
creater part has been granted, and only a small number has not been taken 
into consideration. As far as | have been able to ascertain from the police, 
the number of Jews required to leave the country within a given time, 
amounts to fourteen, of whom only one has heft. It is uncertain Whether and 
when part of the others will be sent away, but in no case will they be expelled 
in Winter,” 

The committee which is drafting the Finnish laws has just agreed on draft 
laws coneerning the rights of Jews who have acquired Finnish citizenship 
and trade rights for Jews who do not desire to become Finnish e¢itizens. 
The committee received in 1907 the Finnish Senate’s instructions in the 
matter, in aecordanee with the petition presented to the Senate in 106 by 
Jewish residents in Finland.—-Times. 

The Vice-President of the Senate of Finland has received a Jewish 
deputation at Helsingfors, to whom he communicated the decision of the 
Government to permit the thirty Jewish families to remain in the principality 
till summer. He also informed them that the Senate will raise the Jewish 
question immediately after reopening of the Diet. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Ministry of the Interior has decided to permit Christians who have 
become Jews to reside in all parts of the Empire. 

Dr. Avinovitzky, the Rabbi for Odessa, has been sentenced to three days’ 
arrest and to pay a fine of three roubles for protesting violently a long time 
ago against the accusations brought forward in the Odessa Real Russian organ 
by a Jewish driver against his own coreligionists. The Governor-General 
approved of Dr. Avinovitzky's letter to the Press, and, and the Rabbi has 
appealed against the verdict.

MUNIFICENT GIFT BY MR. SCHIFF. 

The Jewish Daily News announced yesterday that it learned from reliable 
sources that Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, the noted Jewish philanthropist, had given 
100,000 dollars towards the fund of the proposed Technological School that ts 
to be established in Haifa, Palestine, and which has been endowed by the 
heirs of the wealthy Wissotzky family, of Odessa, and the Hilfsverein der 
deutschen Juden in Berlin. “Mr. Sehiff has been moved to make this dona- 
tion,” says the Yiddish daily, “after having several interviews with Dr. 
Shmarvahu Lewin, who came especially to this country to secure support for 
this institution. Mr. Sehiff has become convinced that the Technological 
School in Haifa can be of great usefulness to the Jews of Palestine, and once 
he becomes interested in any particular object he extends his help in the 
most generous manner. According to this report, at Mr. Schifl’s suggestion, 
a Committee has been appointed, which is to help in securing the aid of 
other wealthy Jews in this country for this undertaking. This Committee ts 
said to be made up of Mr. Louis Marshall and Professor S. Schechter of this 
city, and Judge Mayer Sulzberger and Dr. Cyrus Adler of Philadelphia. This 
body is to work hand-in-hand with Dr. Paul Nathan of the Hilfsverein, Pro- 
fessor Otto Warburg of Berlin, and Asher Ginzburg, the noted Hebrew 
scholar, who is now living in London and who is responsible for the project 
of establishing the Technological School in Palestine. 

As is well known, Mr. Schiff is not a Zionist, and it is understood that 
he made his donation for the fund of the Teehnological School purely as a 
token of his interest in the Holy Land and in the welfare of his brethren 
who live there. Mr. Schill expressed himself to be interested in the 
improvement of conditions in Palestine shortly after his trip abroad last 
year, when he visited Jerusalem, Jaffa, and other cities of the eountry. 
The men of the Hilfsverein, as well as a number of others who are interested 
in this undertaking, are not committed to Zionism, and have been helping to 
promote this undertaking mainly as a matter of philanthropy. At the same 
time, Zionists hail with gladness the establishment of the proposed) Techno- 
logical School for Haifa and the creation of other educational institutions in 
Palestine. The establishment of such a school was first proposed to kh. Z. 
Wissotzky, the Jewish philanthropist of Russia, by Asher Ginzburg (* Achad 
Ha’am"’), many vears ago. The plan has since been discussed in many Jewish 
circles, and was, for a time, agitated among the Zionists. It finally took 
tangible shape, after Dr. Shmarvahu Lewin made a trip to Palestine and 
reported on educational conditions there to the Hilfsverein. 


JEWS AND THE SUNDAY LAW. 

It was made known vesterday that, as the result of a Conference bet ween 
Commissioner Bingham and several representative Jews of New York, Jews 
who observe their own Sabbath will hereafter be allowed to do business and 
perform work on. Sunday without any interference from the police. The Con- 
ference Was hela Wednesday, when the Commissioner, on his invitation, re- 
ceived a committee composed of Mr. dacob H. Schill, Mr. Cyrus L. Sulzberger, 
Mr. Louis Marshall, and Dr. J. L. Magnes, the committee appearing on behalf 
of the newly-formed organisation, to be known as the “Jewish Community of 
New York.” > Many complaints having been made on account of the arrest of 
Jewish persons for doing business on Sunday, Commissioner Bingham decided 
to confer with this committee. It was pointed out to him that the strict 
enforcement by the police of the Sunday law against Jews who observed 
their gwn Sabbath on Saturday wrought a great hardship for thousands of 
poor people who could not afford to suspend work or business for two days in 
the week. It was shown also that in former years the law was so interpreted 
as to permit Jews to do business on Sunday, The Commissioner agreed that 
the claim of the observing Jews was a strong one, and he consented to issue 
an order permitting Jows who keep their places of business closed on Satur- 
day to keep open on Sunday. This agreement between Commissioner 
Bingham and the Jewish representatives is regarded as a victory for the new 
Jewish organisation. Jewish store-keepers who meet with interference from 
the police have been asked through the Yiddish Press to communicate with 
Dr. Magnes. 


SOCIETY OF JEWISH ART. 

The Society of Jewish Art emerged out of its long period of inactivity 
recently and gave ai most interesting. evening of Jewish music at the 
Carnegie Lyceum. The concert brought together an audience representative 
of the most cultured elements of the Jewish community. The Society of 
Jewish Cantors of America rendered some synagogue melodies of the 
Sephardic Jews, and Mr. Stephen Borodin Delwary, of the Metropolitan 
Opera House, sang some Jewish folk songs, these songs having been collected 
by Mr. B. Cassel, and harmonised by Mr. Max Spicker, both of whom are 
members of the society. Mr. Spicker is choir director of Temple Emanu-El. 
Mr. Delwary and Mr. Israel Schorr alsosang a duet and aria from Halévy's 
“La duive.” The concert was opened by introductory remarks by Dr. J. L. 
Magnes. The Society of Jewish Art, Was organised last winter, and aims to 
develop among Jews an interest in all forms of Jewish art, in music, literature, 
the drama, and painting. 


A JEWISH CHAPLAIN FOR THE FORCES. 

The Federation of Jewish Organisations has resolved to petition 
Congress, the President, and the Secretaries of War and the Navy. to 
establish the office of Chaplain in the army and navy of the United States for 
the religious comfort and well-being of Jewish citizens enlisted in the army 
and navy of the United States. 


“The New Turkey and Its Relation to Zionism” was the subject. discussed 
at the beginning of this month at a dinner of the Jewish National Club which 
was ‘held at Clinton Hall and was attended by a number of well-known 
professional men who are in one form or another identitied with Jewish 
national strivings.

Joshua’s Triumph. 


INTERESTING EXCAVATIONS: OF THE WALLS OF JERICHO. 

The Deutsche Orient Gesellschaft publishes interesting details of excava- 
tions which it has earried out on the supposed site of the ancient Jericho—a 
collection of mounds in the vicinity of the village of Ericha, near the Dead Sea. 

After a preliminary investigation an expedition was despatched last year, 
consisting of Professor Sellin, Herr Langenegger, a Government architect, and 
Professor Watzinger, an archwologist of Rostock. The excavations, which 
were conducted from January 2 till April 8, gave most interesting results. 
The site investigated was a plateau 400 yards long by 180 broad, containing 
seven mounds. After a week's digging, the exterior wall of the vanished city 
was encountered ata depth of Sft. below the surface. 

The excavators were astonished at the technical excellence of the con- 
struction. The wall consisted of three parts. The natural rock foundation 
is overlaid with a filling of loam and fine gravel, a metre or so deep, upon 
which a sloping rubble-wall, heavily bulging externally, is superimposed to a 
height of 20ft., the breadth being from 6‘ft. to 8ft. The wall is built of well- 
laid rubble, which becomes finer towards the top. Enormous blocks are 
partially employed for the lower part of the wall. Every interstice is most 
carefully filled in so as to offer no advantages to the implements of destruc- 
tion of a hostile force. Finally, upon this imposing foundation is the fortifi- 
cation-wall proper, built of clay-bricks. 

In one place this part of the wall reaches a height of 8ft., but it would 
seem-to have been considerably higher. The whole must have been a most 
striking structure, which dominated the whole plain without the city, and 
must have been visible for miles. The only advantage which, in point of 
technical perfection, modern construction possesses over the walls of Jericho 
is, the excavators state, the use of mortar, which was unknown to these early 
architects. The walls are estimated to have extended 900 yards; 450 yards 
have- already been laid bare with the aid of 200 workmen employed by the 
expedition. To the north the fortifications are breached by a large heap of 
rubbish, which would seem to indicate that enemies must-have penetrated 
here on some oecasion.—Reuter.

I wish to suggest the formation at the universities of Jewish Associations 
in the same wavy as there are no doubt South African and other associations at 
the universities. A Jewish undergraduate would then have no difficulty in 
joining a Jewish Association, whilst not being a Zionist, he may find it some 
what difficult to join a University Zionist Association. The present write; 
comes into daily contact with the intimate workings of an important branch 
of the Zionist movement, yet he finds himself anon-Zionist. He is, however, » 
Nationalist Jew and ardent supporter of the Jewish Territorial movement, and 
were he an undergraduate he would fail to join a Zionist society; whereas he 
would gladly become a member of the University Jewish Association, If these 
Jewish Associations were formedat the British universities they might be able t. 
play an important part in the progress of the community, as there, no doubr, 
would be an inter-working of interests—and even an annual conference 
between the different University Jewish Associations. 

A distinguished Jewish scholar visiting this country might be enter- 
tained and look upon it as an exceedingly great honour by, say, the Oxford 
Jewish Association, whereas not being, perhaps, a Zionist he would have to 
refuse this honour. 

Zionism would undoubtedly be one of the inspirations that will bind the 
members of the Jewish Association together, but that will only be one of the 
many inspirations which will tend to make the Jewish Associations at British 
universities the very best and most influential and harmonious of its kind. 

There could even be an inter-working with Jewish Associations that 
would be formed in the American and Continental universities, and con- 
ferences of an international Jewish character could be held to the distinct 
advantage of Jewry at large.

Whenever a friend of mine—or preferably an enemy—did anything 
| distiked, | would search for the explanation in the pages of “ Degeneration.” 
More often than not | found it, and the margins came in time to be covered 
with references to all sorts of people who, all unknown to themselves, but 
vers much for my moral protection, thus became properly classified among 
the degenerates. Let me give you a couple of examples. On page 49 of 
Vol. 1, in the chapter entitled (in the German edition) “ Diagnose,” 1 find 
the following passage underlined :— 

the hysterical person’s own “I” towers up before his inner vision, and so com- 
pletely fills his mental horizon that it conceals the whole of the remaining universe. 

In the margin is this note: “ ¢.g.,* Greatest Jew of the century,’ vide speech 
by — in — . Thus the person here referred to is patho- 
logically identified and labelled, and nothing he may do henceforth will 
disturb me. .My second example is more to the point. When Dr. Nordau 
began to agitate. energetically for Zionism I was puzzled. Every page of 
“Degeneration” seemed to cry out against it. Nevertheless I felt sure he 
knew what he was about. And so I thought it proved. In the famous 
chapter on the “ Psychologie der Ich-Sucht” I found what I thought was the 
explanation (Vol. LL, p. 38). It ran as follows :— 

\ second characteristic which is shared by all ego-maniacs is their incapacity to 
adapt themselves to the conditions in which they live. 
adaptability is one of the most striking peculiarities of the degenerate, and it is to 
them a source of constant suffering, and finally of ruin. 

This prophetic denunciation of Zionism seemed to render everything 
clear to me. Dr. Nordau, having diagnosed the Jewish Nationalists as 
so many symptoms of racial degeneration, had quite logically lent himself to 
Dr. Herzl’s propaganda as a means of isolating the contagion, and thus of 
saving the Jewish race from total destruction. I never dreamt that he might 
honself be a vietim. 

This was the situation when I read Dr. Nordatt’s speech as reported in 
the Jewish Chronicle of the Ist inst. | was, of course, pained to find that I 
had incurred Dr. Nordau’s wrath, but I was still more alarmed—aflectionately 
alarmed, if he will allow me to say so—by the extraordinary incoherence of 
his attack upon me and its uncharacteristic inaccuracy. Why he should 
denounce me for saying that the Turkish Revolution had “sounded the 
death-knell of Zionism,” when he apparently agreed with me, filled me with 
amazement. Thad said that there was no longer room for.a Jewish nationality 
in Turkey beeause, henceforth, the Ottoman nation would be one, and all 
inembers of. it, irrespeetive of race or creed, would be equally free. Dr. 
Nordau calls this “a grievous error,” and vet in the same breath he admits 
that “exelusive privileges ” for Jews in Palestine are no longer possible, and 
that all that the Zionists can aspire to is “to plant free citizens in a land 
that has. beeome free.” This, of course, is only a re-statement of my own 
view, and | appeal to authentic Zionists to say whether it is reconeilable with 
What they understand by the “Jewish National idea.” But what has most 
astonished me in Dr. Nordau's speech is the following sentence: “ Mr. Lucien 
Wolf, directly the news of the Turkish revolution was published, proclaimed 
that this revolution had no future, that it was a matter of a few weeks.” 
Where? When? During the last thirty years | have been an enthusiast for 
Turkish Constitutionalism, and no one in this country hailed the coup d'état 
ol July 24th more cordially than I. [ have looked up all the articles I wrote 
about it at the time. Besides a host of anonyma, there were signed articles 
by me in the Westminster Gazette and Graphic on August Ist, and in the 
Western Morning News on July 3ist. All argued for the permanence of the 
revolution. How ever did Dr. Nordau come to be possessed of this extra- 
ordinary delusion ? 

| was musing anxieusly on this mystery when my eyes fell on the well- 
thumbed volumes of “ Degeneration.” Could it be possible ? No, no! [ put 
the horrible thought from me. Nevertheless, it haunted me all the evening. 
I renembered that only a few weeks ago another leading Zionist, whose 

ch-Sucht is flagrant, had perpetrated a similar misrepresentation of me. 
Mechanically I opened Vol. II. and turned the pages. Suddenly, on page /, I 
ighted on the following: “The ego-maniac . . . is an invalid who does 
hot see things agw'they are. . . .”

The monthly meeting of the Couneil of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were 
present :—

The CHAIRMAN weleomed Mr. 8S. Japhet as a new member of the Couneil. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT, a vote of congratulation was passed to 
the President of the Bombay Branch, Sir Jacob E. Sassoon, on his having been 
created a Baronet. 

Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the first item in the agenda was a recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Committee that Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., the President 
of the Board of Deputies, should be elected a Vice-President of the Associa- 
tion. It did not by any means necessarily follow that the President of the 
Board of Deputies should always be a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. It depended very much on the personality of the President for 
the time being, but the appointment was desirable as it would promote 
that good feeling and union between the two institutions, which was so 
essential. They had in Mr. Alexander a man who took a real interest in the 
work ot the Association. ana who had given to the Conjoint Committee 
of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association a great 
deal of time, care and consideration, and as he (the Chairman) had recently 
said, Mr. Alexander had always acted in the most cordial manner towards 
him personally, as President of the Association, and towards the Association 
as a whole, 

Mr. OswaLtp J. SIMON, in seconding the recommendation as one of the 
oldest members of the Board of Deputies, said that he had always been very 
keen on linking the two bodies together. The election of Mr. Alexander 
would not only be a compliment to him personally, but to the Board of 
Deputies. 

The recommendation of the Executive Committee was earried wunanti- 
mously,. 

Report of the Executive Committee. 

The SECRETARY read the report of the Executive Committee, of which the 
following is an abstract: 

Lecacies.—-The Association has received £50 bequeathed by the late Mr. A. G. 
Henriques and £25 from the Executors of the late Mr. Moritz G. Joseph, who allotted 


this amount from the sum bequeathed by him for distribution among philanthropic 
institutions. 


Brancues.—In consequence of the difficulty experienced by Mr. Leon Corcos, Hori. 
Secretary of the Mogador Branch, in collecting the subscriptions, Mr. Reuben Elmaleh 


has consented to reorganise the Branch, and has obtained the adhesion of nearly all the 
former members. 


ScHoo.is.—The Director of the Adrianople Boys’ School has applied for the subven- 
tion of £40, and the Executive Committee, having satistied themselves from his report 
that the school is continuing its good work. recommend that the grant he voted. 
The Association has been favoured by Mr. Cumberbatch, H.M. Consul-General at 
Beyrout, with a report of his examination of the English classes at the School of 
the Alliance, in which he states: “In compliance with the request contained in your 
letter, | yesterday held an examination of your English classes of the School of the 
Alliance Israelite at Beyrout. Ihave much pleasure in reporting that, on the whole, 
the results were gratifying, and, considering the short period of tuition, satisfactory 
In each class the girls were distinctly better than the boys. The general impression | 
derived from my visit was that the teaching was decidedly efficient, and that the 
allowi nce made by your Council for instruction in English is not being wasted at 
Beyra it.” As the report is highly satisfactory, the Executive Committee recommend 
that th > Council's grant of £40 towards English instruction be voted for 1909. The 
Commi ttee of the Bombay School report that they have entered into legal POSSeSSiOn 
of the tchoolh and its properties, that Mr. Meyer Nissim, M.A. (a son of the Hon. &. M. 
Moses), who is not a member of the Bene Israel Community, has consented to serve on 
the Committee, and that, subject to the approval of the Council, they propose to invite 
other Bene Israels (whose names have been submitted) to join their body The Execu- 
tive Committee recommend that the approval solicited be granted. With reference to 
the draft rules for the management of the school, which were referred by the Council 
at their last meeting to the Executive Committee, the Chairman of that body has 
thoroughly considered them, and, as the result of his report, the Committee recommend 
their approval subject to the addition of a clause guaranteeing that the school shall 
always be a Jewish institution, and that the majority of the managers shall be of the 
Jewish faith. The Executive Committee recommend renewal of the grant of £20 to 
the school at Craiova ‘Roumania) and of £60 towards the expenses of English 
teaching at the Tantah (Egypt) School. The balance (£4) is borne by the school 
The principal teacher is Mile. Grace Angel, who formerly taught English at the Cairo 
School. 

Mr. B. Kiscu said that with regard to Bombay the proposed rules for the 
management of the school had been framed apparently with great care and, 
at any rate, with extreme fulness. They provided for everything in the most 
minute detail. The interest of the Association in the school was recognised 
throughout and was, in his opinion, thoroughly safeguarded. There were 
several clauses which referred, more or less, to the Association. There were 
two points in particular to which attention should be called. One was the 
provision that the school was to be a “Jewish” school. It was not 
necessarily to be confined to children of the Bene Israel community, but to 
all Jewish children and even non-Jewish children were admitted. 

Mr. H. LANDAU said that when he visited the school he found nearly 
twenty Hinda children there, and although that might not be a very large 
proportion, yet in a document which was intended for the future guidance of 
the school it ought to be clearly stated that the proportion of non-Jewish 
pupils ought not to exceed a certain percentage; he would suggest ten per 
cent. At the time of his visit, there were only about 330 children in the 
school, of whom twenty were non-Jews. 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY thought that that was a matter which ought to be dealt 
with according to local influences and circumstances, 

Mr. E. N. ADLER said that they were all anxious that the Bombay School 
should be a “Jewish” school and should not be swamped by Hindu ¢hildren. 
They should, however, remember that the school was in receipt of a Govern- 
ment grant, and they ought first to enquire whether, if they were to close the 
schools to non-Jews, or even fix a proportion of non-Jews, they might not 
possibly forfeit that grant. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the course suggested by Mr. Adler was a 
pradent one, because certainly in England they could not get any Govern- 
ment grant if they made such a provision. If they had room, they were 
bound to admit anybody, and there might be a similar rule in Bombay. 

Mr. H. LANDAU was quite willing to waive the point of the limitation of 
non-Jewish pupils if it were stated that the Managing Committee should ‘con- 
tain a majority of Jews. ' 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that it would be disastrous if they had such a rule 
en record. They had always been proud of the fact that when there were 
restrictions on Jewish pupils in non-Jewish schools, there was no restriction 
in their schools on non-Jewish children. 


Mr. J. PRaG thought that there was no immediate hurry. No harm 
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could be done if they delayed a little longer until they had made enquiries 
from the managers in Bombay as to whether it was desirable that such a rule 
should be on record, ' 

The CHAIRMAN said that the best course was to pass the rules pro- 
visionally and to refer the matter of any such limitation to the Executive 
Committee. 

Mr. H. G. LousapaA suggested that in returning the rules they might 
enquire from the Managers what their views were as to how they could best 
secure the objeet of retaining the school as a Jewish school. 

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER suggested that in the preamble to the rules they 
might add the word “Jewish.” so as to make it read-that the object of the 
school was to provide a “Jewish religious education.” 

Mr. Adler restion Was adopted, and the rules were then provisionally 
approved. 

The several recommendations of the Executive Committee were agreed to. 

At a subsequent stage of the proceedings £200 were voted from the 
special Kalucation Fund towards the cost of a new building for the Girls’ 
School at Bagdad. Mr. B.S. Kadoorie (President of the Hong Kong branch of 
the Association), had presented the Alliance Israelite with £3,000 for the 
same purpose. 

Evelina de Rothschild School. 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, £500 were voted for 
the maintenance of the Evelina de Rothschild Girls School at Jerusalem, for 
the first quarter of 1909, 

In connection with a recommendation of the Ladies’ Committee that a 
member of the teaching staff of the school should be relieved of her position 
owing to the state of her health, and that a pension be awarded to her by 
the Council, a discussion arose as to the desirability of arranging a regular 
pension scheme for the teachers. Mr. A. E.Sypxney and Mr. D. F. SCHLOSS 
having spoken on the subject, it was referred for consideration to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

A discussion, initiated by Mr. H. G. Lousapba, also arose on the question 
of the large expenditure to be incurred on building operations at the Evelina 
School. 

The CHAIRMAN reminded Mr. Lousada and other speakers that the 
matter had been thoroughly threshed out at earlier meetings of the Couneil 
when it had been shown that the work could not have been carried out for 
less than £10,000, Mr. Montefiore mentioned that Messrs. Rothschild, who 
annually contributed ihe towards the upkeep of the school, had generously 
promised £2,500 towards the £10,000 required. 


Miscellaneous. 

Mr. Lione, D. Lowy, in proposing the election of Mr. Neville D. Cohen 
as amember of the Special Finance Committee, said that, so far as he knew, 
that Committee .was in a state of suspended animation, and he, therefore, 
thought they were very fortunate in having a man like Mr. Cohen allowing 
himself to be nominated on it, 

Mr. B. Kiscu seconded the motion, which was unanimously carried, 

In the absence of the Treasurer, the Secretary presented the Financial 
Statement for December, which ‘showed a balance of £270. The receipts 
included the advance of £10,000 made by the President for a new building for 
the Evelina de Rothschild School. 


Stepney Borough Statistics. 


rhe Report of the Pablie Health Committee of the London County 
i ouneil, just issued, ext imates that the population of Stepney in the middle of 
107 was OUS.925. The birth-rate per 1,000 persons living in Stepney was 
O30 in tie Vear named, as against 256 for the whole of London. In the 
period of 1902-0 it was 36°4. as compared with 276 in all London. The birth- 
rate in Stepney was the highest of any sanitary area in London. The 336 

the birth-rate per 1,000 persons livinggin 1907—compares with 151 in 
Hampstead, 17°2 in the City of Westminster, and 190 in Kensington. 

The death-rate per 1,000 persons living.in Stepney in the year 1907, was 
166, bis compares with 15°3 for London as a whole. The figure for Stepney 
is exceeded only in eight cases—viz., Holborn, 18°7 : Finsbury, 14; City of 
London, 185; Shoreditch, 21-5; Bethnal Green, 17-7: Poplar, 17°44; Southwark, 
INS; Bermondsey, 187; but on the other hand the Stepney death-rate (166 
per 1,000) compares with only 120 in the case of Lewisham and Stoke 
Newington; 10° in the case of Hampstead; and 130 in the case of 
Wandsworth. 

_ In regard to infant mortality, the deaths under one year of age per 1,000 
births in Stepney in the year 1907, was 117. This compares with 128 in 
Kensington ; 122 in Fulham and Chelsea ; 131 in Holborn; 130 in Finsbury ; 
150 in Shoreditch ; 138 in Bethnal Green: 124 in Poplar; 158 ‘in Southwark ; 
123 in Bermondsey ; 120 in Lambeth ; and 116 for the whole of London. The 
Stepney figure was thus exceeded in 11 areas; while it was higher than the 
figure in 16 other areas. 

The death-rate from phthisis in Stepney per 1,000 persons living in 1907 
was 1°64, as compared with 1°40 for London as a whole. The death-rate in 
Stepney in the period 1902—6 was 2-01, there thus being a considerable 
diminution shown in the year 1907. A diminution was, however, also shown 
in the case of all London, the death-rate having fallen from 1°53 in the period 
1902-4 to 140 in the year 1907. The figure for Stepney (1°64) was considerably 
higher than in some areas, but was also largely exceeded in other areas, such 
as Shoreditch (2°19), Finsbury (2°35) and Holborn (2°27). 

The death-rate from cancer in Stepney per 1,000 persons living, in the 
year 1907 was 0°85, as against 0°95 in the whole Of London. In all except six 
areas this figure was the lowest in Lond 

Coming to a different class of statistles we note that the number of over- 
crowded dwelling-rooms found in Stepney was 833—a number largely in 
excess of that of any other area, the next highest being Paddington (416). 
All the overcrowding was remedied. In a number of districts the illegal 
occupation of underground rooms was dealt with during the year. The 
aumber of rooms illegally occupied in Stepney was 116, the next highest area 
being Battersea, with 91. Of the 116 rooms in Stepney, 57 were closed. 

_ The Report mentions that some twenty-five Jewish midwives practise 
chiefly among the Jewish population of Kast London. Breaches of rules were 
said to have been due, in a few cases, to the fact that these midwives were 
not able to understand the rules in English. The Jewish Board of Guardians 
was approached with reference to this difficulty, and kindly ecnsented to 
those sections of the rules bearing upon the duties of

The Earthquake at Messina.

From enquiries set on foot, it has been ascertained that there was neither 
synagogue nor Jewish institution of any kind in the city of Messina. So far 
as is known, there was only one Jewish family there, and possibly one or two 
individual Jews. The name of the family was Levi, and it consisted of 
Madame Sarah Levi, whose husband, Mr. Leone Levi (brother of Mr. Victor 
Levi, of Manchester), died two years ago at Pisa, two daughters and a son. 
Marvellous to relate, although the house in which they lived collapsed, they 
were able, though with the greatest difficulty, to extricate themselves from 
the ruins, and escaped with scarcely any injury. In the scantiest attire, the 
family made for the shore, leaving behind them all their belongings. On the 
way they picked up a lonely child. After the lapge of a few days, they 
embarked with the refugee child for Naples, and thence came on to Rome, 
where they were befriended. Quite recently the son, Professor Dario Riso 
Levi, received the Government appointment of Professor of Literature to the 
local gymnasium, which building also shared the common fate.

REMARKABLE INTERVIEW WITH PRESIDENT DIAZ. 

Mr. John W. De Kay, of New York, well known as a writer on Mexican 
affairs and as President of the Mexican National Packing Co., Ltd., writes in 
the current number of the Whitehall Review an important article detailing 
conversations he has had with President, Diaz on the settlement of Jews in 
Mexico. Mr. De Kay asked the President what the policy of his country 
would be if the Jews were to go thither in large numbers and settle ina 
single State until they became a majority in that State. In reply, President 
Diaz stated that he had always sympathised with the Jew in his struggle 
against many odds. “I believe in the valne of the Jew,” he declared, 
“to the country of his adoption. I believe in his power to help the 
land in which he casts his lot. I believe he has been a 
highly important factor in the rise of the democracy of the United States, and 
that he is loval to its institutions. When the Jew has been persecuted abroad 
1 have instructed my ministers throughout the world to welcome him to 
Mexico, and in my name to guarantee him justice and equality before the law, 
and freedom to worship, or not to worship, and the right to build his altars in 
his own way. [have watched with keen interest the movement to acquire a 
Vast tract of country for the Jews. Whether this is wise or not wise | do not 
attempt to say ; but it will require along time to get the Jew back to the 
land. Perhaps he may never go back. He is to~lay far from agriculture. 
Whether he will ever go back, or whether it is wise for him to go back, no-one 
knows.” 

The President was asked whether he would give local government to the 
Jews. His reply was that if the Jews were to come in large numbers to any 
one of the sovereign States in Mexico, and each acquire a small tract of land, 
which was necessary before he coula become a citizen of the country, and if 
they took the oath of allegiance to Mexico, and accepted the obligations of 
citizenship, they would have all the rights of that citizenship, and those 
rights would not differ, in letter or in spirit, in any way from the rights of 
“native born Mexicans.” 

“Of proceeded the President, “ no foreigner can, under our con- 
stitution, hecome President of the Republic. Lf such citizens in 
any State were to become an actual voting majority, they would elect their 
own Governer and other officials, and enjoy all the rights accorded to other 
Mexicans now or in the future. These States are independent and sovereign 
in their local affairs, but they are subject to the superior authority of the 
supreme government of the nation.”

If the Jews did not wish to become Mexican citizens, they would still be welcome. 
They would be exempt from military service, and treated in all Ways exactly as we 
treat all foreigners, without any regard to nationality or to religion. With us the 
Pagan and his many gods, the Mormon and his many wives, and the Christian and 
the Jew are welcome as long as they are industrious, and honest, and obey the law. 
But | would prefer that the Jews come to Mexico and accept our citizenship if they 
wish, and that they teach my people the habits of industry, and teach them to be 
thrifty. By their example the Jew would teach my people to work, induce them to 
save, and encourage them to be sober and to provide against the time when they are 
unable to work. 1 would like to see large settlements of Jews scattered throughout 
Mexico, and I would have them scattered as widely as possible, not because of any 
question of politics, but because their example would in that way benefit the inhabi- 
tants in every part of the country. The Mexican people are quick to imitate. What 
they need now isexample. They need now to see the Jews come to this country, poor 
as they are poor, and to see them become rich because they take advantage of the 
bounty of nature. 

President Diaz went on to say that one by one new enterprises were 
being established throughout the Republic. Modern industries established 
in Mexico largely by foreigners had created a demand for high-class labour, 
and to«<lay Mexico was entirely unable to gupply that demand. 

Mr. De Kay suggested to the Presidesit that the Mexican Government 
might sell some of its land at a low price @ the Jews, and thus encourage 
them to come to Mexico, The reply was th@@in many parts of the Republic 
the Federal Government owned valuable land which it could sell to the Jews 


greatly to their achievements if they were able to confer the blessings of 
freedom upon large numbers of the great race of Jews born under other flags 
of the world, and with or without cause denied what ought to be the 
heritage of all men. 

The Globe, commenting on the interview last Friday, remarked that 
President Diaz was a shrewd and practical administrator, who had no doubt 
considered this question of Jewish settlement very carefully before 
committing himself to any expression of opinion. 

We understand that some years ago an offer was made by the 
Mexican Government, through its representative in this country, to the 
then Hon. Secretary of the English Zionist Federation as a_repre- 
sentative of the Zionist movement, of an island territory off the coast of 
Mexico for the purpose of Jewish colonisation. At the time the offer was 
made, the East African suggestion of the British Government was still 
under the consideration of the Zionists, and when the Seventh Zionist Con- 
gress came to the decision it did, it was obvious that the Zionists were not 
in a position to consider any such proposition. It was, however, submitted 
for the opinion of certain leading Jews in this country and by them con; 
sidered to be of little practical use. The matter was, therefore, allowed to 
drop.

With reference to the foregoing article we have received the following 
communication from the Jewish Territorial Organisation : 

To save enquiries from correspondents, the Ito desires to say that the 
subject of Jewish colonisation in Mexico has been one of the many territorial 
possibilities it has investigated, Mr. Joseph Fels, a member of the Council, 
having travelled expressly to México, where, through the ‘kind mtroduction 
of Mr. De Kay, he had several protracted interviews with President Diaz on 
the subject, “The Ito has also been able to avail itself of the expert informa- 
tion of Mr. Daniel Guggenheim, another member of the Council, to whom the 
development of mining in Mexico is largely due, and who had a Mexican 
territory reported upon by his agents. No decision has been arrived at, 
however, either for or against immigration into Mexico, to which country a 
certain number of Jews have already penetrated, though few avow them- 
selves as such, and there is no synagogue.

Dr. Daiches 
is wholly incorrect in his statements that R. Simon Kavyyara lived at 
the beginning of the ninth century and that he founded his “ Halachoth 
Gedoloth” on R. Jehudai Gaon's “ Halachoth Pesukoth.” From what I have 
quoted it is fully proved that it is quite the reverse.

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The Case for a Jewish Hospital. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WiTH MRS. L. A. LEVY. 
As our readers have already been. informed, the interview with Mr. 
E. W. Morris, Seeretary of the London Hospital, on the Jewish Hospital 


question, which appeared in our issue of December 
~Sth, has led to a conference between the Committee 
of the Hospital and that of the Jewish Hospital 
Association, which will take place next Wednesdays 
at the Hospital. tt will be remembered that Mr. 
Morris expressed the view that the Association 
would do better to help the London Hospital to 
extend its facilities to Jewish patients than to found 
a Separate institution. In order that all views upon 
the question may be laid before our readers, a repre- 
sentative of the Jewish Chronicle has had an interview 
with Mrs. L. A. Levy, the able Vice-President of the 
Jewish Hospital Association, whose valuable commu- 
nal work and long experience entitle her toa hearing. 

Mrs. Levy commenced her 
munal usefulness over thirty vears ago, when 
she undertook district visiting on behalf of a number 
of charitable ladies, among whom were the late Loutsa

thelate Miss Miriam Harris, whom many readers will 
remember for the devotion with which she gave up her spare time to visiting 


work. Mrs. Levy's duties consisted in ascertaining the causes of children's 


absence, and riving relief in case of need, She was thus brought in contact 
with various kinds of charitable work and was thrown in touch with the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. The Chief Rabbi entrusted her with various 
delicate missions. She was one of the tirst workers under the Visitation 


Committee when that body was established twenty-five vears ago, and it was 
she who initiated the reseue work among Jewish girls and women that is now 
carried on with so much success by the Jewish Association for the Protection 
of Girls and Women. After her marriage she wént to Glasgow and then to 
Manchester, where, for a dozen vears, she acted as visitor of the Ladies’ 
Visiting Association. On her return to London she was appointed Lady 
Superintendent of the first rescwe home, established in Kensington by the 
Jewish Association. On the Home being given up Mrs. Levy returned to the 
East End, where she continues her useful work among the poor. It should be 
wlded that Mrs. Levy has a thorough mastery of the various dialects of 
Yiddish and German. 

How did you come to take up the idea of a Jewish Hospital ? asked our 
representative, 

“ The idea tirst entered my mind when, as a young girl, | was an in-patient 
of the London Hospital forty years ago for gastric fever. A patient was 
brought into the ward suffering from a curious complaint which, the doctors 
could not diagnose without a full explanation of the symptoms. Unfortunately, 
the woman had only been three weeks in this country and could not speak a 
word of the language, while the doctors could not follow her Yiddish. 
My bed and hers were at opposite ends of the ward, but I saw the difficulty, 
and volunteered to interpret, although | was myself very ill. With the aid of 
two doctors and two foreign visitors, a living telegraph wire was set up 
the ward, and the woman's symptoms were properly explained. 
Subsequently, the young woman got married, and my mother acted as one 
of her Unterfiihrer, so the incident ended very happily. 1 rendered similar 
service in other cases, notably in that of a woman who had a mysterious 
disease of the hair, which is unknown in England. Her hair now, I believe,

him, and suggested how nice it would be if there could be a Jewish hospital 
where the language difficulty would not arise. The moral need then was 
even greater than it is now-—although the Jewish population has since 
greatly increased. The nurses at the Hospital were then more of the 
*Sairey Gamp’ order, and were mostly uneducated. Even the Sister of 
the ward could not sign her own name. The late Baroness Mayer de 
Rothschild paid a lady visitor to see the patients every day, but she could 
not speak Yiddish,” 

So you have harboured the idea ever since ? 

“Yes. About two years ago I was invited to attend a meeting convened 
by a few working-men who had conceived the idea of establishing a Jewish 
Hospital owing to the fact that several flagrant cases of hardship, through 
the language difliculty, had come under their notice. They asked my opinion 
and | told them it had been a life-long dream of mine and that | was con- 
vinced of its necessity, if for no other reason than to relieve the strain on 
the general hospitals now receiving Jewish patients.” 

Does the strain to which you allude refer to in or out-patients ? 

“To both. Inthe case of out-patients, the London Hospital has to deal 
with some 50,000 Jews a year, a very large proportion of whom can only 
speak Yiddish. In my opinion, interpretation is unsatisfactory, and | hold 
to the view that for the proper treatment of the patients, the doctor should 
be able to speak the language. An enormous amount of time would thereby 
be saved, and the efficiency of the work immensely increased. Mr. Jouques 
offered to pay for an interpreter at the London Hospital, but nothing came of 
the offer, and, personally, | do not think much of the suggestion that an 
interpreter should be appointed, for the reasons I have given.” 

. What about the in-patients ? 

“ Here, again, the London Hospital is so strained that it is unable to keep 
patients the full time necessary for a perfect cure. If a Jewish hospital 
were established, both institutions would be able to do more justice to the 
Jewish patients.” 

You desire, then, to work in conjunetion with the London Hospital ? 

“ In every possible way. Speaking personally and unoflicially, I should 
be quite content for the Jewish hospital to be under their suzerainty 
and control, 1 think it would be of the utmost advantage to the London 
Hospital to rid themselves of the trouble and anxiety of the language 
difficulty. They could still attend to English-speaking patients and we would 
deal with the others. We could work hand-in-glove. ases too difficult for 
us to deal with would be referred to them, with this preliminary 
advantage that our doctors would know all about ‘each ease and 
could supply full information for the proper treatment of the patient. 
Our Yiddish-speaking doctors and nurses would be available on an emer- 
gency for the “ London” to call in. I should be delighted if at Wednesday's 
conference we are able to induce the autherities of the Hospital to look at 
the matter in this light. Perhaps they would even give us a site!”

De you think you could ret together an adequate staf? 
speaking doctors and nurses ? 

“As regards the doctors, I do not think, | know that there are plenty 
available with the highest diplomas, and I may say they are giving our 
movement every encouragement. In regard to the nurses, | believe that a 
considerable number of trained midwives would be willing to qualify as 
nurses, and I anticipate no trouble on that score. We should take girls 
about eighteen: Jewish girls are able to take onerous duties at a younger 
age than other young women, and the age limit in the general hospitals is 
rather too high as far as Jewesses are concerned,” 

Are you satisfied with the support you have so far received ? 

“Quite. It is true the leaders of the community are at present against 
but I do not despair on that account. We have the backing of the 
working-classes. Those magnificent institutions, the Home for Aged Jews and 
the Home for Jewish Incurables, were started by working men, and I derive 
considerable encouragement from that fact. Another feature of our Associa- 
tion is the absolute harmony and cordial enthusiasm with which the heads ot 
the organisation work. In Mr. L. Berliner, the President, we have a splendid 
organiser, and | cannot find words enough to characterise the extraordinary 
work put in by our able Hon. Seeretary, Mr. Jacobovitch, whose linguistic 
capacities, among other qualifications, are marvellous. 

Do you think you will obtain the necessary funds ? 

“Yes. We are at present elaborating a scheme which we think will 
enable us to make a satisfactory start. We have received many promises ot 
increased subscriptions directly a site is obtained. The district surveyor is 
at present examining the land offered us in Stepney Green by Mr. Charrington 
for £5,500," 

So you are sanguine of success ? 

“Ves. But I should like the Jewish Chronicle, to whom our thanks are 
due for its svmpathetic leaderette last week, to explain that we are not 
fighting the London Hospital. We are grateful for what it has done for our 
people and for what it will still be called upon todo. We desire to help it, 
and we'think we ean best do that by establishing a Jewish hospital.

THE JEWS IN FINLAND. 


INTERVIEW WITH A LADY MEMBER OF THE DIET. 

A representative of the Jewish Chronicle has interviewed Dr. Thekla 
Hultin, the lady member of the Finnish Diet who is at the »present 
moment in London. Dr. Hultin was the first Finnish lady Doctor of Philo 
sophy to take her degree at the University of Helsingfors. She holds the 
oflice of Secretary of the Statistical Bureau of Finland, She has been an active 
member of the Young Finnish Party; and has been elected to a seat on the 
Grand Committee of the Diet: she also sits on the Law Committee, which is 
in close personal touch with the Tsar, and the Adjusting Committee, the duty 
of which is to revise all petitions presented by the Diet to the Crown. Dr. 
Hultin thus speaks with authority on all questions relating to Finland. 
On the question of the recent expulsion of Jews from the Grand Duchy, she 
was most emphatic. They were, she remarked, greatly to be condemned, and 
indeed, had been strongly condemned by the Finnish Press. Dr. Hultin was 
under the impression, however, that those who had been expelled were recent 
arrivals in the country and not settlers of long duration. 

She went on to point out that during the time that Finland belonged to 
Sweden, Jews were allowed to live only in three Swedish towns. <A hundred 
years age, when Finland was united to Russia, the constitution it possessed 
under Sweden was confirmed by Russia, and this did not allow the Jews to 
live in Finland. In the Russian army there were many Jewish soldiers, and 
it happened that some of these, quartered in the Grand Duchy, remained 
there with their families after their discharge, though only with the special 
permission of the Government. 

In the Diet last autumn, continued Dr. Hultin, a petition was presented 
asking that the Jews should be allowed to remain in the country and become 
Finnish citizens. The Diet, however, had no time todiscuss it. But the 
petition will be brought up again next month. All the Socialists, said Dr. 
Hultin, and many of the Liberals, will vote for it. So, also, will the Swedish 
Party and the Young Finnish Party. The petition will, in fact, receive the 
favour of a large majority of the Diet. Finland, as a whole, was sympathetic 
to the Jews, and so were the majority of the Diet. But Dr. Huitin felt bound 
to warn our representative that there was a great reaction in Russia against 
Finland. All legislation of the Finnish Diet must be sanctioned by the Tsar, 
and His Majesty might not sanction any laws favouring the Jews. Indeed, the 
Diet itself might be dissolved. 

Short of that, Dr. Hultin was confident that early relief would be granted 
to the Jewish population. The Jews, who had been settled in the Grand 
Duchy for some time were, she remarked, of unexceptional character. In 
Helsingfors and other towns some of the Jews were shopkeepers. One of 
the chief singers in Finland was a Jewess, married to a Finlander. “ The 
Jewish settlers will get the Finnish citizenship. I believe very strongly 
that the Jewish lot will improve shortly in Finland,” 

At the same time, Dr. Hultin admitted that there were unfavourable 
elements in the present situation. The Old Finnish Party, for example, 
feared the invasion of the country by the poverty-stricken Jewish masses in 
Russia. The Shechita question was also giving trouble, and the recent 
expulsions are, of course, in themselves, sufficiently strong evidence of 
hostility to the Jews. A philo-Jewish law which has to run the gauntlet of 
Finnish opposition and Russian Imperial dislike is hardly likely to come 
safely into legislative harbour.

everywhere Jews rush enthusiastically to the colours, and, in spite of their 
alleged cowardice, no sound is heard from them to abandon the honour of 
their Fatherland to an ignoble peace. Let us cite some notable instances : 
The Turkish boveott severely affects Jewish merchants and manufacturers on 
both sides. Did Jewish solidarity bring about a compromise, did a single 
Jew oppose the will of the people, plague the public and the 
authorities with complaints? The Jews of Bosnia paid homage 
to our Emperor; the Turkish Jews did the same to the Sultan. 
Everywhere Jews press in honourable rivalry into the front ranks of the 
patriots, are self-sacrificing citizens of their own country without after- 
thoughts. Out of very fear of the libel of solidarity they serve all possible 
alien interests when it would be much better-if they protected Jewish 
interests. Itis true there is one sort of solidarity they possess—that of 
misfortune. When anything happens to Jews anywhere they help one 
another, because no-one else will. Against the barbarism of anti-Semitism, 
which affeets them all in common, they are united. Let that community 
cease and the international cohesion of the Jews is done for, a cohesion that 
iS hot a politi i : » purely of humanity.

The Bradford 
incident and the comments to which it has given rise might lead your 
readers to suppose that it is only in the provinces that ministers are 
subjected to ill-treatment. As a matter of fact, the baiting of Jewish 
ministers is eontined incial congregations, nor is it the monopoly 
of the ignorant Classes who reckon a clergyman s " wages — at so much a 
week, If the truth were told, there are leading congregations in London 
Which can be quite as insolent to their spiritual guides as any com- 
munity in the North. The only difference in treatinenft is one of form. 
A vulgar, uneducated person will be downright rude, whereas a 
member of the upper classes will cover up his rudeness with a 
superficial veneer of politeness. The mailed fist is there, whether roughly 
exposed to view or enclosed in a velvet glove. lf the heart of many a 
minister of some fashionable West End synagogue could be read, | have not 
the slightest doubt but that it would be found to be smarting under slichts 
and insults hardly less exasperating than those which have brought about 
the sradford denouement.

Leannot agree with tose of your corresponh- 
dents who make the minister's dress and title responsible for this state of 
things. We have known ministers discard white ties and assume the title of 
Rabbi in preference to “reverend.” So far from gaining, they have lost 
respect thereby, the community resenting what they regard as a peculiarity of 
Independence on the part of such cleries. The ecnuse ofthe m much 
deeper than ans question aping Gentile customs. rests entirely with 
the community, and is traceable to the fact that it would be impossible to 
name a single Jewish family in this country of good position which has 
devoted any-of its sons to the service of God. Difficult as it is in these 
days, when everything is overcrowded, even for rich men to find suitable 
openings for their sons, it never seems to occur to them that the clerical 
profession would afford an honourable means of livelihood to.a young man of 
fair abilities, with studious tastes, and a liking for public life. They will 
make artists of their sons, musicians, journalists, civil servants, briefless 
barristers, secretaries, accountants, playwrights, doctors, scientists, authors 
engineers, soldiers, sailors anvthing but ministers. In the gentile world 
the Church is regarded as an honourable profession which any gentleman 
would feel proud to enter, With us the service of the is shunned 
by the classes us if it were monev-lending or book-making, 

The natural COnSECCMETIOYS of all this is that the elerical profession has to 
be recruited from the families of the poor, Thus the minister starts at a 
disadvantage Which he is seldom able to overcome, even after years of hard 
and conscientious work. He is without private means and good social eon- 
nections. The community, Knowing this, treat him accordingly as a person 
socially inferior to themselves. Being a poor man to start with, they think 
they are justified in keeping him poor to the end of his days, and having kept 
him in this position, they slight him because he is: not as well off as them- 
selves. Note the further consequences. cing Without social prestige, 
he is unable to exercise that influence in his flock which a’ Christian 
clergyman commands, He is not reeeived on that level of social 
equality: which would enable him to keep in close touch with the 
vounger members of his congregation, He is thus powerless to bring about a 
change for the better by inducing the right kind of man to enter the 
ministry. And so the whole system revolves ina vicious circle. “ Hinenee” 
seems inclined to blame Jewish ministers for being sensitive to slights, and 
resentful of them. The minister ought to do his duty and let the position 
take care of itself. But what, | faney, ministers resent, is this loss. of 
influence to which | have just referred. They feel they are so powerless, in 
the present condition of things, to effect any appreciable good. ‘They may 
preach till they are hoarse, but what is the use of their getting up into the 
pulpit to exhort and admonish people who give themselves the airs of social 
superiors 2? What attention is a congregation likely to pay to a message, the 
bearer of which is treated (and paid) little better than a third-rate clerk ? 
it will never be possible to improve the status of the ministry until the status 
of the men who enter it is raised. Leta few Rothschilds, Swaythlings and 
Cohens, Franklins, Mocattas and Montefiores—to mention only a few names 
—enter the profession, and the position would be completely transformed,

Sink,—In these days when so much is said and written about the functions 
and qualifieations of a Jewish minister, it may not be out of place if I relate 
the following incident. 

In your issue of the 25th December you published this announcement :—

My brother, who resides some hundred-and-fifty miles from Calcutta, 
desiring to have his marriage celebrated in synagogue, wrote to the 
authorities in that city. Not succeeding in arranging matters by corre- 
spondence, my brother, pending the arrival of his future wife from this 
country, made a special journey to Calcutta and had an interview witha 
gentleman, who, | understand, is the chief Jewish minister there. The 
reverend gentleman informed my brother that to be married in a 
synagogue was a most solemn thing. “How do I _ know,” he 
‘noeuired, “that the bride is not married already?” My _ brother 
thereupon produced Dr. Adler's certificate in proof of the con- 
trary. This, however, did not overcome the reverend gentleman's scruples, 
“How do I know,” he asked, “that this certificate does not refer to her 
mother?” His attention being called to the recent date of the certificate, 
“That's nothing at all,” he said. 

As this Jewish minister did not deem it his duty to offer any suggestion 
for overcoming the difficulty, the young couple were compelled very 
reluctantly to have recourse to the registrar, and to be married without any 
religious ceremony. 

A Christian lady friend of my brother's, writing to her relatives in 
England refers to her meeting with Miss Mendelson on the latter's arrival at 
Caleutta. She speaks of the kindness of Christian clergymen in coming to 
meet several ladies, who had made the voyage with, and were placed in the 
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same situation as, my sister-in-law; “ What I think of the Jewish minister,” 
she adds, * I had better not say.” 

My object in writing this is to draw the attention of your readers to a 
most unsatisfactory state of affairs and to give warning to young people who 
may be placed in like difficult circumstances, 

I note with great pleasure that Sir Jacob E. Sassoon, according to a report 
in your last issue, is taking a kind interest in this very question of facilitating 
the marriages of European Jews in India. May his efforts be crowned with

EXPERIMENTS ON ANIMALS. 
> 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin, Mr. 4. H. Levy does not object to “ ecansing a certain amount of pain 


to animals in order to extend useful human kn6éwledge.” That is precisely my 
own position. How then did I come to represent Mr. Levy as opposed to 
experiments (1 meant, of course, painful experiments) on animals? The 
reason is that what Mr. Levy concedes in one sentence he withdraws in 
another. For he goes on to object to “torturing” animals. How does he 
define where “ pain” leaves off and “torture” begins? If all ‘that 
is that he wants the pain reduced to a minimum, then Lam entirely with him, 
and there is no difference between us. But as [I found no such definition, | 
summarised his view in the way I did. I thought that practically he was 
opposed to painful experiments on animals. Any injustice that I did him has 
been set right in his letter. 

But the injustice that he has done me is far greater than any that I can 
have done him. He tries to hold me logically responsible for one or other 
sort of horrors. Now, on this point I will be quite candid. I do not believe 
in a tithe of these horrors. I read the whole of the evidence before the 
previous Commission, and I saw there and I have since then often seen 
unfounded statements of this kind made without due precision, with proven 
exaggeration, and with obvious bias. Now, lam not a scientific expert, nor 
is Mr. Levy one; and | refuse to be drawn into a discussion of technical 
matters beyond his and my capacity. It does not follow, because |! 
believe in the admissibility of vivisection under due safeguards, that Il am 
required to approve of the conduct of every vivisectionist. But this I do 
know from personal knowledge. I know that there are vivisectionists who 
use their utmost endeavours to avoid inflicting pain. Iknow that many cases 
of so-called vivisection are on a par with having one’s hair cut, which is, be 
it observed, itself a case of vivisection. And I know further that among 
those who advocate or practise vivisection are men of humane and tender 
feelings, men who are inspired with mercy to all God's creatures, not 
excluding mankind, men who have not hesitated, in plague camps and 
laboratories, to risk their own lives for the good of the world, men who are 
doing their best to relieve the human race of their diseases, and whose work 
is enno>Dled by the desire to reduce, cure and prevent pain and all its awful 
consequences, 

Mr. Levy is an earnest moralist, but he must not be so ready to assume 
that those who differ from him are careless of morality. On many moral 


questions we have to. balance conflicting impulses. We are often 
bound to decide between two undesirable alternatives. .We can- 


not do otherwise in such cases than choose what, after full and 
serious consideration, we think to be the lesser of. two evils. 
There is a terrible amount of pain among men, and those who 
believe that they can possibly diminish this amount by painful experiments 
on the lower animals, are justified in choosing the latter as the less of two 
evils. Mr. Levy must excuse me if I decline to complicate the issue by 


extending the discussion to the rights @e@ the “higher” over the “ lower” 
races of men. [am quite prepared to m@t himon that issue, but the whole 


point at present between us concerns ree ights with regard to the lower 
animals. If lremember Mr. Levy's evidet wight, he agreed that you might 
ride a horse to death (inflicting much pain during the process), in order to 
fetch a doctor. He agreed that you may kill an animal for food, and I have 
yet to learn that killing does not hurt. Here I unhesitatingly agree with 
those who place the rights and interests of mankind absolutely and unequivo- 
cally first. It is a cruel necessity to decide in this way. Yet the alternative 
is far more cruel. To act otherwise is to reduce the world to moral and 
material chaos. 

But this does not mean that vivisection ought to be freely permitted. 1 
repudiate any such suggestion. In England the law has already imposed 
many safeguards, and | applaud the vigilance with which anti-vivisectionists 
are watching the operation of the law, and | approve of their desire to see 
the law even more stringent than itis. The severer the law (provided that 
it keeps at a reasonable distance from the prohibition point) the better 
pleased would | be. 

Ever since the former Commission | have been convinced that firm legal 
restrictions Were necessary. | have not yet, of course, had an opportunity to 
read the whole evidence before the present Commission. Uf, when | have 
done this, my Opinion changes in either direction, I will openly state the 
change to anyone whom it may interest. But I shall need a good deal of con- 
vincing before | can assent to the absolute prohibition of what men of 
science, in whose authority | confide, regard as a necessary means for prob- 
ing the secrets of nature, and as an indispensable weapon against human 
disease and suffering.

An Archaic Inscription. 

Hebrew inseribed stones are so rare, that Mr. Macalister’s discovery o| 
one at Gezer is an event of considerable importance. — In the first place, the 
age of the inscription cannot well be later than the eighth century before 
the current era. Professor Mark Lidzbarski, of Greifswald, is the creates: 
living authority on North-Semitic epigraphy. His verdict on Mr. Macalister's 
stone is this: “ We have, perhaps, the oldest Hebrew inscription, at al! 
events one of the oldest of the Semitic inseriptions.” 

The Hebrew, as will be seen from our reproduction, is the archaic 
type, and the letters are similar to the Moabite = stone’ (ninth 
century. B.C.E.) and the Zingerli inseriptions (eighth century,  B.C.r. 
As the letfers are somewhat rudely cut, the workmanship of the new 
inscription being rough, it is not quite easy to read some of the words. 
Moreover, the stone is only a fragment. Yet when photographs of thy 
inscription were submitted to Prof. Lidzbarski, to Dr. G. Buchanan Gray, 0! 
Oxford. and to Mr. E. J. Pileher, all three arrived at pretty much the sam 
general conclusions. And their conclusion was that which Mr. Macalister 
himself had reached and announced after his first examination of the lines. 

What, then, is the inscription ? Before discussing this it will be well to 
place the seven short lines of the text before our readers :

This is the reading of Dr. G. B. Buchanan Gray. Professor Lidzbarsk i 
reads the same, with three exceptions. The fourth letter of line 1 (and the 
similar letter in lines 2, 5 and 6) Lidzbarski does not take for a }, but 
as a sign of separation. Secondly, Lidzbarski reads for the word 
which begins on line 1 and ends on line 2, not YO but wy. 
Thirdly, the Greifswald authority differs from his Oxford colleague in reading 
the last letter but one of line five as Jand not A. Mr. Pilcher’s reading of 
the inseription agrees with the others in the main, but differs in detail con- 
siderably. In line two, first word, he reads YOO, and the last word of the 
same line he reads W9. The last word of line four, Mr. Pilcher takes to be 
mv’: line six he reads VW) for Wot. I would myself suggest that the last 
word of line 5 is 93, the technical word for the end of the harvest (ef. Talmud 
J.. Peah iv.. i8b.). The three renderings give much the same general sense, 
vet the variations are important.

this vear it is better than ever, fuller of information, more up-to-date, and 
more interestingly arranged. 

This vear the Editor's Retrospect appears as the first and not the last

Coming next to the country in which Jews are no less bitterly perse- 
cuted, the editor discusses Roumania’s violation of its treaty obligations and 
its bearing on the present European situation, and suggests that if the Powers 
had been more vigilant in the past in insisting on Roumania’s due observance of 
the Treaty of Berlin, possibly they would not be faced to-day by acrisis inthe 
Near East which had resulted from the lawless action” of Austria and 
Bulgaria. Anti-Semitism has been scarcely less rife in Austria, and German 
intolerance is, if anything, on the increase. But it is pleasing to note that 
“things are happier for the Jews in Bulgaria and Servia than in many larger 
States,” and that in France “*Jews*have been the recipients during the past 
vear of many distinctions and honours.” The story of the religious develop- 
ment of French Jews is carefully traced, 

Considerable. attention is given to the progress of Turkish affairs, and 
the effect which the Turkish Revolution is likely to have on the Zionist move- 
ment is discussed in some detail. “That the Jewish inhabitants of Turkes 
must benetit hy a better-ordered roverniment and a more complete toleration 
goes without saving, while the colonising prospects which Palestine holds out 
under the new conditions must, of necessity, be improved.” Most Zionists, 
we are told, “expect great things from the altered outlook.” On the other 
hand, there is the declared opinion of Mr. Lucien Wolf that the Turkish 
Revolution “sounds the final death-knell of Judaism.” Speaking of Itoism, 
Mr. Harris offers the suggestion that if North Africa is found to be unsuitable

Excluding the calendar, the books of reference, and various other items, 
the main portion of the book, extending from p. 25 to p. 417, divides itself into 
three parts—institutions, statistics, and public personages. Among the 
institutions, precedence is naturally given to synagogues, and first in order 
comes the United Synagogue, whose history is duly brought up-to-date with 
a reference to the recently-established Mutual Aid Fund. To each synagogue 
there are attached particulars of the various activities of which it is the 
centre, and the number of pupils in the religion class is, in every case, given. 

New additions to metropolitan synagogues are Balham and Tooting, and

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Croydon, while the Kew and Brentford Congregation now blossoms forth as 
Kew and Brentford, Acton and Ealing Congregation. This should, one day, 
become an important body. On the other hand, the number of metropolitan 
synagogues has been diminished by the disappearance of the Maiden Lane as 
a separate congregation since its incorporation with the Western SVnagogue, 
This is really a re-incorporation, inasmuch as the Maiden Lane was originally 
a schismatic offshoot from the Denmark Court Congregation. 

In dealing with educational institutions the editor, we notice, has made a 
separate department of Public Hebrew and Jewish Libraries. Jdadging from 
the number of attendances, the Beth Hamedrash and Jewish Institute docs 
not appear to have quite maintained its initial popularity. Last year the 
attendances amounted to 113,640, whereas in the previous year the figures 
were 151,.872—a difference of 18,000. The fact is, the East End is a less con 
vested district than it was two vears ago, and doubtless the decline in its 
foreign Jewish population would exert an influence on the numbers that 
attend the Beth Hamedrash. On the other hand, it has to be noticed that the 
number of Jewish children attending the elementary schools in the Metro 
polis, the majority of which are situated in the East End, ts given as 32.518 
for 1908, the numbers for 1907 being 32.400. The total number of children 


receiving elementary religious instruction in various classes is set down 
as 25.124, against 24,790 in the previous year. One particularly satis 


factory feature in these figures is the growth of numbers at the svnagogcue 
2.872 in 1908, as compared with 2,500 in 1907, All 
figures, of course, relate to the Metropolis only. In the case of, the Provinces 
and Colonies, the numbers of children attending the various educational 
classes are also given, but there are no statistics of the totals, Could) M:

The Winter Exhibition of the Royal Academy. 


Cnusual interest centres round the Winter Exhibition of the Roval 
\cademy by reason of tts departure from traditional custom. Instead of the 
mual display of Old Masters, we have the collection of the late Mr. George 
MeCalloeh, which comprises works by modern painters and seulptors. 
(One Teature, CONSPICUOUS notreeable TT the late owners life anal to he 
shiv commended, was his patronage of Seottish painters, strikingly evinced 
n the present exhibition, We refer to this faet because that patronage is 
sadly absent, when most needed, from the hody corporate of the Jewish 

munity towards the furthering and encouraging of Jewish artistic talent. 

The lirst picture, ana perh the only which « ills detailed 

ent, is Mr. Solomon J. Solomon's “Judgement: of Paris.” The painting 
represents the full length figure of Venus standing up and holding drapery 
n her left hand: on either side of her are Minerva and Juno: the former 


seated. Near the latter is a goat, Iving down. The golden apple is on the 


-cround. This subject is a well-known one, and has been a favourite with poet 


painter, 

The work hangs in Gallery No. LIL. (3), at the end of the principal room. 
We sec it as we enter, surrounded by the genre of the modern school; a 
wodern of the moderns. Painted some seventeen years ago, the work 
can now be appraised with a ealmer and truer judgment. It can 
be placed "with greater accuracy. The composition, it must 
iv’ confessed, is conventional in the extreme, the figures are 
ivranged over the canvas in the most approved academic manner. One in the 
centre and one at either side. There is little or no light and shade in the 
picture, and because of this it is devoid of that special charm—elusiveness 
and solemnity—essential qualities of every work of art truly great. The 
picture is therefore monotonous in tone and colour. Indeed, the latter is the 
weakest part of the picture, and there is also a tendency for the flesh tones 
to look somewhat artificial. Weare afraid that, beeause of the insufliciency 
of the relationship between the colour of the figures and their environment, 
the nudity of the models is much too obvious. Had Mr. Solomon solved the 
colour problem of his picture successfully, there would have come into the 
work that tonality of which Mr. Whistler was always so particular, and which 
“ives such charm, restraint and distinction. Certain technical faults seem 
(ous to militate against its absolute success. The figure holding the shield 
‘s decidedly too prominent and does not recede sufficiently, it being too much 
on level with the principal figure, although Mr. Solomon has tried to place 
it well in the rear. 

Notwithstanding these lapses, had the subject been treated with a truer 
sincerity and real poetic depth, and not been sacrificed to mere technicalities 
we should have had a work perhaps comparable with a Titian, a Tintoretto, 
ora Boticelli. There is, of course, no need to say that in actual craftman- 
ship the work reveals that mastery of drawing and technique which distin- 
cuish Mr, Solomon as a painter of distinction. 

There are three exhibits by Miss Annette Elias, all of which are good, 
144)“ Moor and Meadow,” representing a wide expanse of heath and field, 
with a winding road, has some fine poetical qualities. (306) “ Pasturelands,” 
Hampshire Meadows, is a view looking across a wide expanse of meadow land 
with trees and cattle. Although a small picture, it has great merit, charming 
in feeling, especially the sky, which is excellent. (267) “ Rebekah at the 
Well,” by the late Frederick Goodall, R.A., is a poor work and does not call 
for criticism of anv kind. We also note works by Mr. Leopold Deutsch,

The Report of the Jewish Athletic Associa- 
For some vears the work has been pro- 
ceeding quietly and inostentatiousiy, and the community in general had 
little knowledge of what was yoing on or of the significance of the movement 


crowing up in its midst. Persons who «an reeall the period ten vears back, 
before the Jewish Athletic Association was in existence, would note the 
remarkable progress that has sinee been made in sports among the Jewish 
youth of the working class, Previously to the time stated there was no 
sVvstematic effort if indeed there wus any effort at all md the need for 
athletics by some of our youngsters was met ina few cases by their joining clubs 
which played on Saturdays. This was a state of affairs which necessarily shut 
out the bulk of our lads. Now every Jewish club has a strong athletie side, 
every Jewish 4 s¢hools VW ith preponder mece. or ing complete 
cadres, of Jewish pupils and non-provided, has ifs representative 
athletic teams, from which the influence spreads outwards and affects 
thousands, In addition, Jewish bovs have formed clubs, such as the 
™ Young John Ball.” “Death or Glory Nelson,” and 
host of other cricket and football centres, confining their activities to special 
streets or small areas. 

JEWISH ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION REPORT... Al! this has been brought 
about by. the influence of the Jewish Athletic Association, the labours of the 
Committee of which have done so much to turn the enervies of our youngsters 
inte proper channels, Something of this has been known ma varie Way by 
those who have been watching the currents of communal life. Now, how- 
ever, the Association has taken the COMMUNIC into its confidence, and has 
issued al Report which nexlestly vives details of a work ol considerable 
potentiality. Reading between the lines, we can see more than the Com- 
mittee permits itself to state. It is well, therefore, that the importance of

FROM SLUMS TO FRESH AIR.—The work is not contined to the picked 
individuals representing clubs and schools in the Association events, but the 
influence extends to the humbler members, most of whom aspire to winning 
their colours. On an average, membership of the clubs is about 150; the 
nineteen clubs therefore contain about 5.000 members. In the thirty-nine 
schools, the numbers are much larger, as the schools are estimated to contain 
about TH.000 children, boys and girls, and a visit to any one of these estahb- 
lishments in the East End will shew how the spirit of sports has spread even 
to the smallest hovs in the lowest classes. For the clubs and ber < schools, 
ericket and football leagues are established; sports and swimming competi- 
tions are held vearly ; and, among the girls, various games, including hockey, 
hbase-ball, rounders, tennis, ball and ring and old English games have been 
organised, in which some 3.000 children take part, kvery hriday atter- 
noon there are brought from the mean. streets of the.East End to a 
park or other open space some thousands of children, either taking part in 
League competitions, watching and cheering their respective champions, or 
plaving games in odd corners by themselves,

improvement in the physique and character of their children, due to the 
crowing influence of sports, The Committee of the Jewish Athletic Associa- 
tion does not enl orpre* econ the value of this influence, apart from the physical 
aspect, in promoting healthy rivalry, in inducing a sportsmanlike spirit, in 
fostering esprit de corps aud helping to form abiding friendships, but it calls 
attention to the advantages to be derived from supplying, at a time when it is 
needed, recreation for Jewish working lads, ana thus combating the 
betting evil and other dangers arising from the want of healthy diversion, 
The work in the schools received the hearty co-operation of the London 
County Council, which has given speeial facilities to Jewish schools, and, this 
vear, has even offered to-extend them. The value of the work is also appre- 
ciated by the Board of Education, which, in the code issued last year, gave 
instructions to its Inspectors on granting facilities for sports in all. the 
schools of the country. 

OTHER TESTIMONY..The best thought in the country is entirely in 
sympathy with this movement. There is some talk at times about athletics 
heing overdone. An influential Headmaster in the East End, to whom this 
point was once put, said: “ Athletics may be possibly overdone among the 
children of well-to-do parents, living under the best conditions. Think of the 
lives of the Jewish boys and girls in the East End, and you will realise that 
it is impossible for athletics to be overdone among them.” The Association 
has now found it necessary to appeal for a wider measure of support than it 
has hitherto been able to secure, mainly by private collection. The balance- 
sheet, put parallel to the number of schools, makes the reader feel the justice 
of the Committee's claim that the demand for grants for material, fares, ete., 
for schools, has grown without a corresponding increase in income. The 
Committee points out that it is ofthe greatest importance to meet these 
applications ® a satisfactory manner, and having regard to the home condi- 
tions of the children, there can be no difference of opinion as to the desira- 
bility of giving every support to those wishing to take part in the sports. 

A CRY FOR THE LAND.—It comes almost as a surprise to find that 
the Association has no ground of its own. Projects for a Jewish territory on 
a large seale are in the air. In the meantime, it is to be hoped that means 
will be fortheoming to obtain a few acres as playing fields for unendowed 
boys and girls. With Sunday outdoor recreation a necessity, the question 
will remain a difficulty until the Jewish Athletic Association has adequate 
ground or grounds entirely of its own. Itis a matter of urgency, and the 
Jonger delayed the more expensive it will become, if not in one form possibly 
in another. Ground may possibly be secured within the next few years, but 
later the chance will pass away, and reproach would rest on the community 
if it lacked the foresight or willingness to make provision for such a need

THE LATE SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE’S VISIT TO RUSSIA. 

Last Saturday evening, at the Jewish Institute, the Rev. H. Shandel, of Ramsgate. 
gave a lantern lecture to a crowded audience on the Missions of Sir Moses and Lady 
Montetiore to Russia. The Rev. Dayan Feldman presided. The lecturer showed how 
great were the risks and how serious were the privations of the travellers, for sixty 
years ago railways were almost unknown, and travel in winter was especially difficult. 
Encouraged by his earlier travels to the East. Sir Moses gradually worked his wav 
step by step to influential quarters, and not only the palace of King, Queen and 
Sultan were opened to him, but he was even received by the Tsar in the Winter 
Palace at St. Petersburg. It: was in 1846 that Sir’ Moses started off from 
London to St. Petersburg with his own carriage and horses, and the 
lecturer showed how the intrepid traveller boldly faced danger after 
danger until he had brought his mission to a successful issue. Frozen 
rivers had to be crossed, the military were called out to assist the crossing, and in 
some places as many as twenty horses were necessary to draw the carriage over the 
snow, There were also the dangers of storms at sea and of robbers ambushed on the 
road. The lecturer pointed out although Russian rule bristles with restrictions upor™ 
travellers, Sir Moses—as far, at any rate, as officialdom was concerned—had the 
greatest freedom. Every attention was shown him and Lady Montefiore. who 
accompanied him, in: every town by the Tsar's officers. At St. Petersburg 
he was requested to consider himself the guest of the Tsar, and Imperial 
State carriages were placed at his disposal. In addition, Government 
officials were detailed to attend him. Sir Moses’s interview with the Emperor 
Nicholas was of the greatest importance to the Jews of Russia and Poland. for it 
resulted in the repeal of the Ukase issued in 1843, ordering the removal of all Jews living 
within 50 versts of the frontier. This Ukase affected no less than 1.000 Jewish congre-

Judaism and Humanity. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—The curious juxtaposition, under “Books and Bookmen,” of thre® 
sub-divisions dealing respectively with negro slavery, vivisection and women's 
rights, and the differing measures meted out to these subjects by “LA.” 
suggest a few thoughts as to whether Judaism, as customarily expounded to 
us, really does constitute a perpetual advance in humane ideas and humane 
action, or whether it is simply lagging behind the various world movements 
until it finds out the winning side. 

We read last week that “it is delightful to rest on the memory of Bondi 
and of the Jews who died in the anti-slavery cause.” So far, this pronounce- 
ment is excellent, but it is discounted by the fact that the slavery question 
has long since been settled. We may now discuss it freely without fear of 
reprisals by the slave-owners and their supporters. 

Vivisection, however, is quite a different matter: It is being fought just 
now ; for years it has been so inconvenient and disagreeable a subject that it 
was shelved on to a Royal Commission. The ground of humanity here is not 
sufliciently important for Judaism. We only express opinions on cruelties 
long past, unless they affect our own skins, or unless, in dealing with a present 
matter, we happen to be on the side of the big battalions. 

Then there is the women’s questions. Debates of varying interest are 
being held by many of our literary societies, but no uncompromising note is 
struck by Jewish leaders on the emancipation of women from legal oppression. 
This subject is taboo, whether on the political or the theological side. In 
essence it, too, is a question of humanity, but it would be far too much to 
expect leading Jews to take it up until it was settled by other people. 

One asks (notwithstanding recent Chanucah celebrations) what has 
become of the Maccabeean spirit? Has it been diluted in its descent to our 
own times, or is it merely being utilised against Jewish ministers (vide 
Bradford and some other towns 1 know of) against the lower animals (vide 
Haffkine, Marmorek, ete.) and against the participation of women in religious 
services on equal terms with men and with equal rights to modify the ritual 
and laws which they have had no hand in making, but which they are expected 
to obey. 

There has, of course, been always a small minority of Jews, a “ remnant,” 
to use Isaiah's historie word, who considered Judaism, in its ethical bearing, 
as synonymous with justice; but if Judaism is to be a world-power, making 
for righteousness, the sooner its adherents—and particularly those who 
endeavour to influence public opinion—begin to carry out Hillel's famous 
“Golden Rule,” the better for the world and for the future of religion, with 
which that of Judaism is indissolubly bound up.

LECTURE* DELIVERED THE NorTH LONDON JewisH LITERARY UNION 
ON THURSDAY, DECEMBER LOTH, 1908, 
by Dre. SAMUEL DAICHES. 


(Concluded.) 


A pupil of R. Isaac was R. Meir, of Rothenburg (1215-1295). He studied 
in the French and German sehools, and was the greatest Talmudical 
authority of his age. lle also devoted himself to eodifieation, but very little 


of this part of bis work has been preserved, But the futare codification was greatly 
influenced by his school, which produced the two great scholars, R. Asher b. 
lechiel and R. Mordechai b. Hillel. The latter collected the Halachic 


material and attached it to Alfasi’s Halachoth. He quotes about 30 
authorities, whose works and written or verbal communications form the 
Substance of his book. The results of the Tossaphist schools are summed 
up in the “27%. He became a great authority among the German Jews, 


The former, who was the most prominent pupil of R. Meir of Rothenburg, 
was destined for a greater work.

(1250-1527) felt that all the material that accumulated during the last 
two centuries, especially sinee the completion of the “ Mishne = Tora,” 


had to be put together and jadged. The decisions resulting from the 
work of the Tossaphists affecting every-day Jewish life had to be 
collected. mit the new work was done by way of explaining the 


Talmud, What was therefore necessary was a new abstract of the 
Talmudie laws, a new 4'*% But it had to be more than the 4°. It had 
to take account of the work done since the time of Alfasi. The views of 
Maimonides and other coditiers, and the opinions of the Tossaphists, had to 
be recorded, His work is therefore a summary of the practical laws of the 
Talmud, and the decisions of all the authorities that lived before him. This 
great work is known under the title @&°. Within a very short time it 
superseded the work of Alfasi. And as Alfasi paved the way for a new code, 
that of Maimonides, so did the work of the “ Rosh” invite the writing of a 
new code. The Talmud was viewed in the light of the new interpretations. 
The Halachic material thereby affected was again reviewed. Now a new code 
of the entire Halachic material was necessary. But not a theoretical code. 
A practical code was required, The compendiums and the responsa of the 
last two centuries in France and Germany dealt with the laws that were 
kept in the diaspora. Not without reason did the author of the PD 
eall his code TSP, 
“ THE PILLARS OF THE DIASPORA.” 

But what was wanted now was one APIA WYP, one pillar of the diaspora, 
to whom all could turn for advice. The @® prepared the ground for this, 
and he who erected the building was one of the sons of R. Asher... The same 
son, Who compiled a list of the decisions found in the @&", under the title 
PNW "PDD VWS*P, wrote the new code. Before we speak of the great work of 
RK. Jacob b. Asher, mention may be made of a compendium of the civil law, 
called BW" ‘DB (1334), and a work of most of the practical Halachoth, by 
R.Jerucham ben Meshullam, of Provence, a pupil of the “ Rosh.” His halachice 
work has the interesting title of AYN OI AYN ‘DB, and is divided into two 
parts. The first part contains all the laws which may apply before one 
marries, and the seeond part all the laws that become applicable after one’s 
marriage. R. Jerucham mainly wanted to remedy the defects of the “ Mishne 
Tora” with its lack of sources. He quotes all the authorities before him, 
especially his teacher the @S.. The book of R. Jerucham may be signified 
as anattempt at new codification,. But it failed. The new code was the 
work of R. Jacob b. Asher. Of no little influence ou the method of R. Asher 
and his son R. Jacob, may have been the fact that, having been trained in 
the German schools, they migratetl to Spain. They thus combined the dia- 
leties and systematics. 

KR. JACOB ASHER 
1280-1340), divided his code into four parts, which he called BW, 
“rows.” In the first part, which he ealled BYR PWR, “the path 
of life’ he deals with. all the laws that tind application during 
every day and the laws concerning Sabbath, Feast and Fast days. 
One may say that the AVS of KR. Jacob contains what the first 
three books. of Maimonides’ Alishne Tora eontaim, only in a more 
practical arrangement. The second part, which he called AMT MW, “it 
teaches knowledge,” contains all the dietary and other ritual laws! One may 
savy that Yore Deah is identical with part of book with book 
§ (ANDER D), and book 10 of * Mishne Tora.” The third part, which he called 
WPA FIN, “the Stone of Help,” deals with all marriage (and divorce) laws. It 
is identical with book 4 and part of book 5 of “ Mishne Tora.” The fourth 
part, which he called CBO JOR,“ the shield of judgment,” deals with all the 
civillaw. It is almost identical with books 11, 12 and 13 of © Mishne Tora.” 
Books 7, 8, 9 and 14 are not represented in the Turim because they deal with 
laws which cannot be applied in.the Diaspora. Following Maimonides, R. 
Jacob does not give sources or proofs for the laws, But he generally quotes 
Post-TALMUDIC AUTHORITIES, 

From the way in which he contrasts dissenting opinions, one can gather 
the opinion of R. Jacob. Each book is divided into different Halachoth, and 
each Halacha into different O°33°O, sections. Many Halachoth—divisions— 
were created by R. Jacob. Thus the first practical code for the use of every 
Jew was produced, But we cannot vet leave R. Jacob ben Asher. A few 
words must be said about the arrangement of his work, its divisions and their 
names. lam afraid that | cannot solve the problems connected therewith. 
But I should like to point out these problems. The main problems are: (1) 
How did R. Jacob come to divide the book into four parts? (2) Aecording to 
what principle did he give each part its name? (3) Why did he call them 
The four parts of JW je, the names AYT AW, OVA 
OSV jW’N are now so familiar to us that we are inclined to forget that it is 
easier to use these divisions and names than to invent them. Were they 
invented by R. Jacob, or did he take them, wholly or partially, from his pre- 
decessors 2? And who were his predecessors ? Hecertainly learnt a great deal 
from the “ Mishne Tora.” But he did not take the divisions and names from 
the *Mishne Tora.” Neither could he have borrowed them from the W2A AW 
of the 830, although he may have learnt a great deal from this masterly 
book. I believe that one of the precursors of R. Jacob in the division of the 
material was R. Jehuda b. Barzillai, whom we mentioned above. The three 
parts of his code, of which we know, contained the laws which are treated in 
iN and WHA OVA KR. Jehudah called them 
D°'Y VID and 0°2°%% ‘D (ef. book 3, book 4 and book 13 of * Mishne Tora”). There 
must have existed a fourth part. Here we would have the four parts of the 
code of R. Jacob. Another work which may have influenced R. Jacob is the

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a compilation of Talmudic laws and decisions by R. Aaron 
of Lunel or Narbonne, who was a contemporary of the author of the Turim, 
The first part of the OVA AIS deals with the laws with which R. Jacob's 
deals. The seeond part, edited six years ago by the 
deals with laws belonging to TV and PAX, WwW. The divisions and the titles 
are very similar to those of the Tur. The title OYA AW may have 
influenced dacob in ealling the first part of his AVN. K. 
b. Nathan's book [38 (mentioned above), on the other hand, has searcel) 
anvthing todo with the title WA JaS8 for the third part of the Tur. that 
title being suggested through the author’s name and being given to the whole 
compendium.

R. Isaac b. Abba Mari. What guided R. Jacob in’ giving (or in selecting from 
previous tithes) the names to the four-parts may have been this: the laws

JON ANID 13 AND") is difficult to The last two titles are, therefore, 
taken from the Pentateuch, and the second (329 AW) from Isaiah. The first 
is the outcome of a general observation of the nature of the laws of that part. 
This is an attempt to explain the external arrangement and naming of the 
Code. Later the Code was called in short the * Tur.” And the“ Tur” soon 
became the standard Code of Laws in the Jewish Diaspora and it is practically 
our code to-day. The

and the man who supplied this demand must be reckoned among the greatest 
men the Diaspora has produced. It is strange that Graetz was not able to do 
justice to the author of the “Tur” (v. Graetz, Gesch. d. Juden, vol. 7, 2nd ed., 
pp. 327-29). It would lead me too far to Show how the comparison that Graetz 
makes between Maimonides and the ° Tur,” is based en a misconception of 
the “ Tur,” and how, therefore, his remarks about the “ Tur” become matter- 
less. A truer appreciation of the “ Tur” is to be found in the Monatsschrift 
fiir Gesch. d. Wiss. d. Jud., vol. 13, p. 254 (in an excellent essay by Dr. 
Buchholz), of which Z. Frankel fully approves (v. note 1 ibid.). Hethere regrets 
the judgment of Graetz on the * Tur.” The" Tur” is in fact the first and last 
practical code of laws. 

The colleetion of groups of laws did not, however, cease. Some collec- 
tions were made simultaneously with the work of R. Jacob. Some collections 
were made after him, partly for the sake ‘of greater convenience, partly 
because the Tur left in many cases room for doubts as to the final decision. 
The latter cause was mainly responsible for a good number of new com- 
pendiums. Two hundred years passed away since the completion of the 
“Tur” and the material again increased greatly. New questions arose, partly 
through altered conditions of life, which required new answers, and many old 
answers seemed doubtful. Differences of opinion also arose among the 
Ashkenasic and Sephardic Jews as to many laws and customs, And in course 
of time a new sifting of the material and anew summing-up became necessary. 
The most important compendiams during the two centuries were the WIS by 
R. Alexander Susslin, of Frankfurt (middle of the fourteenth century), 
wT swe by his contemporary R. Isaac Diiren (both on dietary laws), the 
13 23 (most probably an abridgment of the mentioned OYA MAW), the VIX 
written in Pavia about 1480 by R. Jacob b. Jehudah Landau (based on the“ Tur”). 
Mention may also be made of “* Pirke Halachoth” by R. Isaiah b. Elijah di 
Trani (thirteenth and fourteenth centuries). It was the first ritual compendium 
produced in Italy. Other Italian compendiums are “ears of 
gleaning,’ by R. Zedekiah b. Abraham Anaw (in Rome, in the fourteenth 
century), 83 on liturgy, most probably also in the fourteenth century, and 
YWINT OD by R. Moses b. Jekuthiel di Rossi (end of fourteenth century). 

The man who took upon himself the new sifting of the material and the 
hew summing-up, Was born almost one-and-a-half centuries after the death of 
the author of the “ Tur” and died eighty-seven years later. It was 


R. JOSEPH B. EPHRAIM CARO. 
He was born in the Pyrenean Peninsula only four years before 
THE EXPULSION OF THE JEWS FROM SPAIN, 


and thus did not remain there very long. When he was at the age of four the 
whole family migrated to Nicopolis in European Turkey, where Caro lived for 
some time. About 1520 he settled in Adrianople. About twelve years later 
he emigrated to Palestine and settled at Safed, where he lived the remaining 
forty years of his life. Interesting details about the life of Caro are to be 
found in Schechter’s excellent essay “Safed in the Sixteenth Century ” in his 
“Studies in Judaism” (second series). Caro began his work in Adrianople and 
finished it in Safed. But how was this work to be done? The “Tur” was 
almost perfeet as a Code. A new Code was unnecessary. Caro therefore 
resolved to do his work in the form of a commentary on the “ Tur.” 
And this he did. There he led back every law to _ its origin, 
examined the view of all the authorities quoted in the “Tur” 
and of those who lived after the Tur, weighed all the arguments pro- 
duced, and then gave a final decision. So Caro settied many questions 
which the Tur left undecided. One of the rules which he established for 
himself for giving a final decision was this: he accepted the opinion held b 

any two of the three authorities, Alfasi, Maimonides and R. Asher, the father 
of the Tur. All the material existing, Talmudic and Rabbinic, was used by 
Caro for his work. And so the 4DY M3 came into being. It took him over 
twenty years to complete that great work. But, in spite of all the greatness 
of the OY W3 it remained only a commentary. To look up the law, the 
decision in the }}OY M3 would have heen too inconvenient. Caro, therefore, 
in his old age, made what we may eall a new edition of the Tur, to which he 
added the resuits of his work }0v M2. The Shulchan Aruch has the same 
arrangement as the Tur. Only every |[D°D is sub-divided into small 


Halachoth, ealled OS'VO “branches” (after the example of the Mishne 
Torah). And every 7%°D has also a heading stating the contents of that PD, 
The Shulehan Aruch is practically nothing more than a reproduction of the 
“Tur” with an extract of the final resultsof the long discussions in the hy Avs.

Alfasi lived near Spain and spent the last years of his life in Spair 
Maimonides was born and lived for some time in Spain, The “ Rosh” wrot 
his great work in Spain. His son, R. Jacob, composed the ™ Tur” in Spain 
and R. Joseph Caro was born in the Pyrenean Peninsula. The Spanish ley 
for svstem mav have had a great deal to do with their work of codification. 

But the fact that all these ecodifiers were, let me say, Sephardim, . 
lived among Sephardim, had a far-reaching effect. The Ashkenasic Jews fel 
that not suflicient regard was paid to their authorities, This feeling beeany 
very strong in the 16th century, when the learning among the German and 
Polish Jews largely increased and they had many distinguished Talmudise 
This feeling found expression soon after the publmation ol the 
WW APS. A great opposition against the predominent Sephardic views in thy 
latter works arose, especially in Poland.

form of a commentary or some supplementary contribution to Halachi 
research, The two most important commentators of the Shulchan Aruch are 
Rk. David b. Samuel (?'C) and R. Sabbathai b. Meir £=Their views 
are very important for the fixation of the Halacha. Many Halachic books 
were written in the last three centuries by Polish and Russian Talmudists 
But they deal only with certain branches of the Halacha, or attempt to moditly 
the decision in certain instances on the ground of their new investigations 
in the Talmud and Rishonim, or try to find answers to questions that arise 
by the changed conditions of life. But the code remains the Tur-Shulchan 
Aruch. The work of Halachic research is still going on. Hundreds ot 
rabbis in or from Russia, Poland, Hungary and Palestine, who make the study 
of the Talmud and the rabbinic literature their life-work, are

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Prize Essays. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIrn,—As a teacher of one of the so-called “ pot-hunt ing os 
I feel that “ Antipot’s ” criticism calls for a reply. 

Has it not struck “ Antipot ” that to be consistent he must include in his 
designation—pot-hunting—all educational institutions whose proud and just 
boast it is that they have gained so many scholarships and prizes? Where 
would many of the luminaries of Oxford and Cambridge be were it not for the 
“ pot-hunting " schools which made these lights to shine ? 

I fear that “ Antipot ” is a disappointed teacher, or may be he is Super- 
intendent of religion classes-Oh that | were, with all its opportunities for 
good !—who has tried and tried to gain one of these coveted rewards, but in 
vain, Let him take consolation in the following couplet. 


religion classes, 


What, though success will not attend on all, 
Who bravely dares must sometimes risk a fall. 
“Antipot ” would raise the age of the competitors to three score and ten. 
I wonder if he has: vet reached this age of wisdom; if not, I must infer 
(1) that his ignorance of the subjects set must be sublime; (2) that, therefore, 
he cannot speak of their suitability. 

The following are some of the subjects set since 1902 :—The Mission of 

‘Israel; The History of the Maccabees ; The Books of Moses; The Growth 
of the Kingdom ; The Books of the Apoerypha; Kestoration and Resettlement 
after Babylon. 

These are the themes to which he takes exception. If they are not 
studied in the highest classes, when will they be? How many young people 
study Jewish history after leaving religion classes ? 

He further complains that the essays are not the work of the children, 
and he suggests that teachers should compete in their own names. As the 
greatest pot-hunter of all, for my pupils have now for seven consecutive years 
gained these prizes—twelve out of a possible thirty-five—lI readily confess 
that it is the teachers who are in competition with each other, but in a no 
more degree than are the teachers of all schools. How is it that the pupils of 
one school will gain a number of scholarships, but those of another, none? 
This often happens, although the schools are in the same locality, and are 
filled with the same type of child. It is due to the difference of teacher, a 
difference sufficiently great to secure for him promotion under the L.C.C. 

Now | shall tell “ Antipot” how I do it; although by so doing Iam 
lessening my chanees of future suecess. It is sweet to be charitable. I read 
the set books with my class, | suggest to them the most striking parts, | refer 
them to other works, | give them notes; the rest they do themselves. In 
fact the subject becomes the work of the class and is studied deeply. Take 
the new subject: the History of the Talmud. I have already taken that, and 
I venture to sav that many of my pupils could, without further preparation, 
write fairly CSSaV it. 

When the subject of the essay was the Minor Prophets, it was studied so 
well in class, that | presented it to the examiner as part of the work done 
for the annual examination. Here is an extract from his report: “1 seta 
question as to the personal character and mission of the Prophet Amos. — It 
Was a question that required a degree of scholarship to provide a satisfactory 
answer, and the result is very remarkable.” 

So deeply interested were my children in the Apocrypha, that at lesson 
after lesson they clamoured for a reading from one of those delightful 
books, So muchso that Ltook advantage of their zeal and refused to have any- 
thing to do with the Apocrypha unless they did their other work to my satis- 
faction. Needless to say, the result was magical. This, I think, is suflicient 
to answer “ Antipot’s ” insinution about the study of the subject for at least 
one term. 


Now for the Singer's Memorial Prize. The subjeet was the “ Significance 


of the Festivals.” [ hope “Antipot” reaches his three score and ten very 
quickly, in order to be of a ripe age for the study of this subject. 1 assure 


“Antipot ” a great pleasure awaits him. Here, too, [adopted the same plans 
the result that my children gained four out of eight prizes awarded, 
l even sign my name indirectly, for my pupils give as their address, 
when forwarding their essays, that of their classes, and all those who are. 
interested can thus easily obtain the name of their teacher. 

In conclusion, let me suggest that “ Antipot” pay these classes a visit, 
I am sure that the whole of the Board of Management, together with my 


Headmaster, would be glad to show him round. He would have a thorough 
treat.

Speaking of the persecution of the Jews, Mr. Burt said that there was 
nothing inour history to be compared with the terrible persecution that was now 
disgracing, blackening and dishonouring the Russian Empire. It might be 
said for the Jews that there was no race in history that had faced so bravely 
and so courageously, injustice and persecution that had been visited upon

it. There was no more gifted race belonging to the human family. The race 
had taken a great position in scholarship, literature and in law, and in 
religion they had conferred immense benefits on mankind. He hoped that 
the time would come —it was fast approaching--when there would be no 


distinetions drawn between man and man on account of his race or creed. 

Mr. ATHERLEY-JONES, K.C., M.P.. said that he was proud to bea member 
of the political party which was merely the pioneers of the movement 
for the emancipation of the Jews, but was the instrument, under Divine 
providence, for effecting that noble purpose, Kveryone present should bear 
in mind and bequeath it to succeeding generations as a precious heritage, 
that it was to the free, democratic spirit of this country that the Jews owed 
that status of equality before the law which they now possessed, It was 
amazing that while a Jew might become Lord Chancellor a Roman Catholic 
was debarred from occupying that 


position. The Jews were a wonderful 
people, 


From the days when they first emerged from a remote part of Asia 
Minor until the time when they founded a great Kingdom, renowned for its 
commerce, literature and art from the time when they were persecuted, 
oppressed and carried into bondage; from the time when they sat down by 
the waters of Babylon and wept; from the time they were scattered among 
the nations of the earth they had preserved that splendid tradition, that 


magnificent heritage to which Charles Kingsley bore testimonyv— 
they were still the nation of the earth. It was interesting to 
read of the settlement. of the Jews in Kngland. . They came over, 


they were told, with the Norman Conquest, when England was only 
emerging from a standard of semi-barbarism. The Jews brought their wealth, 
their energy and industry, and the proud castles which were then raised in 
our land and the splendid cathedrals in which Englishman 
were testimony to the wealth, energy and industry of the Jews. 
Jews contributions to the barons, to the commercial classes 
ecclesiastics of the country that enabled them to build those great monu- 
ments of national xreatness and civilisation. If one went deeply into the 
question it was diflicult to explain the hatred shown to the Jews. It was 
curious that in Spain, where the great Faith took the most pronounced form, 
doctrinally and ritually, there should be less persecution than in other parts 
of the world. It was the Crusaders who broke the charm of that tolerant 
treatment. Mr. Atherley-Jones paid a high tribute to the attainments of the 
Jews in polities, literature, the law and other of the learned professions, and 
said that to-day the Jew was prepared to stand loyally by the side of the 
Gentile in defence of the liberties of the country. The Jews had preserved 
their ancient faith, and had renewed their loyalty to the country they had 
made their home. (Applause.)
